IN CONTINUOUS SNOWSTORM.

CATTLE TRANSPORTATION. 
ROADS COMPLAINED AGAINST.

WASHINGTON, Jan. —Murdo 
Mackenzie, an extensive cattleman of 
Colorado and. Texas, complained. be‘ore 
the Senate Committee on terstate 
Commerce today of inequali dis- 
oriminations and poor service on the 
part of the railroads in the matter of 
transportation of cattle.

SECRETARY TAFT WANTS FREE 
TRADE WITH ISLAN

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Secretary 

Taft made an argument today before 
the House Committee on Ways and 
Means in favor of the Curtis bill, re- 
ducing the duty on sugar and tobacco 
from the Philippines. He contended 
that, as the Philippines belong to the 
United States, thereby imposing a sa- 
cred trust upon this government, it is 
our duty to establish and maintain the 
best possible conditions there. 
“Certainiy,” he said, “the present 
status of the islands, so far as our re- 
lations to them are concerned, will re- 
main the same throughout the next 
generation, and probably longer.” 
With this in view, he maintained, it 
would be as just to establish a tariff 
between the States of Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania as between the United States 
and the Philippines. Ultimate free 
trade wodld have to come in the end 
between the islands and the United 
States. Secretary Taft asserted warm- 
ly that Congress had already enacted a 
measure which was eminently unfair 
to the islands. 
“You have declared that ‘in 1906 
American bottoms shall carry every- 
thing that is shipped between the 
United States and the Philippines, both 
ways. Is it possible that the House 
of Representatives or the Senate can 
impose upon these poeple a domestic 
policy with. reference to the carrying | 
of goods and yet withhold the oppor- 
tunity of markets for these goods” 

“No, sir, I am not willing to admit | 
it. I do not think Congress will be so 
unjust, and these people here repre- 
senting special interests may as well 
put their houses fmorder. The Ameri- 
dan people are not going to allow in- 
terference with the policy that is going 
to do this country honor.” \

Greater City, The down-town streets 
in Manhattag are often too crowded 
with them. But the ordinance which 
permits them to obtain licenses and do 
business says that they can stand but 
thirty minutes in one place, so they 
are moved or by the police when they 
have stayed their limit. It prevents 
thelr obtaining advantage of each 
other, and also prevents their biock- 
ing up the street in front of stores 
which might suffer by their competi- 
tion. 

The fruit men handle oranges and 
bananas principally. The abundant 
cheap Florida oranges have suppliel 
them up to the past week, but new 
they are buying Californias, almost 
exclusively. Floridas are not so well 
liked, for they will not keep. mer 
must be sold out the same day, or 
some are sure to be lost through the 
hight. California navels can be kept 
a day or two without loss. 

The quantity these men sell is sur- 
prising. The largest of them buy a 
box of oranges each morning. These 
they assort, carefully grading them ac- 
cording to size and appearance, and 
absence or presence of bruises. The 
largest of them are offered at a nickel 
each, say, while the next grade will be 
three cents each, or two for a nickel, 
the next two cents each or three for a 
nickel, and the next one cent each or 
six for a nickel; possibly. These grades 
are carefully maintained all day, ex- 
cepting possibly toward night; when 
only a few are left they will abolish 
the top gra le and scatter the best or- 
anges through the other grades in a 
constantly descending scale. 

Their customers are the whole city. 
But it must be borne in mind that only 
three times a day do they get any real 
active business. In the morning, when 
the stenographers and office boys are 
going to their work, they witli buy an 
orange or two—depending upon price, 
to eat during the forenoon. At noon, 
when out for their half four airing, 
they will buy an orange or two to 
help out their lunch, and sometimes at 
night they will buy. The army is so 
great that if only a few buy they will 
speedily make a pile of oranges disap- 
pear. It is this vast throng floating 
up and down the streets and avenues 
that makes New York such a mecca 
for this class of tradesmen. They con- 
gregate here because here they fini a 
profitable field for their labors. 

From this it can be seen how im- 
portant sunny weather is for the profit- 
able distribution of California oranges. 
Without it there is no market. With 
it oranges move rapidly and at profit- 
able figures. If it comes again in a 
day or two, its effects will later be felt 
in four far-away State. If it leaves 
for a few weeks, farmers and 
orchardists will feel it too, in the 
lower prices for their products, which 
will be sent back to them.

set forth in the report submitted to 
Judge Noyes today. 

Composing the jury were: M. C. 
Paxton, foreman; Bradford Morse, sec- 
retary; George Frost, C. W. Dickson, 
W. M. Bartee, J. 8. Castleman, W. T. 
Kirkpatrick, H. C. Thompson, James 
Mills, E. W. Holmes, H. W. Leighton, 
D. P. Chapman, George N. Reynolds,

Clark, B. W. Tarwater, D. E. Meyers 
and Judson Rouse. 

The former Board of Supervisors is 
bitterly arraigned and a pertinent sec- 
tion is devoted to the construction of 
the new Courthouse, and the discharge 
of the inspector, J. W. Carroll, for pro- 
testing against the shoddy, if not dan- 
gerous work. 

“The theory of the Supervisors seeans 
to have been that the county was pay- 
ing Mr. Carroll not to protect the in- 
terests of the taxpayer.”

SANTA BARBARA. 
FORMER MAYOR BARBER DEAD. 
CORRESPONDENCE Or THE TIVES* 

SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 28.—Peter 
J. Barber, ex-Mayor and ex-postmas- 
ter, and long one of the most respected 
citizens, died very suddenly last night 
of heart failure. He was aged 74 years, 
Barber went out in his carriage last 
night, and returned about 11 o'clock. 
Without putting his horse away, he 
went into his office, adjoining his‘ res- 
idence, to rest a moment. As he sat in 
his chair death came to him as quietly 
ae if he had fallen asleep. He was 
found soon afterward, still upright in 
his chair. 

Mr. Barber had been a resident of 
Santa Barbara since 1860, and had al- 
ways taken an active part in the ad- 
ministration of the city and other pub- 
lic affairs, having been elected Mayor 
in 1886 and 1890. During his term as 
Mayor he manipulated some of the 
most extensive city improvements, such 
ag the city’s Ocean boulevard and the 
outfall sewer, which stand as lasti 
evidence to his sound judgment an 
business ability.

FIRING A LOCOMOTIVE. _ 

The average citizen manages to 
set the house in an uproar every 
time de has to make a fire in the 
heater, but his job is a trifle in com- 
parison with whata railroad fireman 
faces when a new fire has to be built 
in a locomotive. As a starter, about 
200 pounds of wood are necessary to 
fire up the ordinary engine. The 
wood used is old railroad ties cnt 
into convenient blocks. When the 
fire-box has been lined with wood it 
is drenched with oll and the match 
applied. 

As soon as the fire gains headway 
forced draught is applied, the opera- 
tion necessarily being 
the round-house, where all apparatus 
for quickly producing high tempera- 
ture is at hand. When a good bed 
of blazing wood has been produced 
the fireman gets busy with his shovel,

Morals of Business. 
THE BUSINESS CAREER. By Albert Shaw. 

Paul & , Sag Francisco. 

“The Business Career” is the title of 
an address delivered by Albert Shaw, 
Ph. D., editor of the American Review 
of Reviews at the University of Call- 
fornia, and printed in book form by 
ider & Co. The address belongs to 
the Weinstock lectureship courses on 
“The Morals of Trade.” The founder 
of the lectureship, who is thoroughiy 
imbued with the American spirit of 
enterprise and hopeful of the future on 
the ground of 1 improvements 


in commercial rds, says, in his 
preface, of the business career as & 
world problem: 


“Man's confidence in man is greater 
than ever before, the commercial loss 
through fraud and dishonesty is con- 
siantly diminishing, and standards are 
slowly but surely movi upward. 
The honest man's chances for success 
in business are better than ever be- 
fore, and the dishonest man’s chances 
tor lasting commercial success are less 
than ever before. To grow rich by 
falling in business is no longer re- 
garded as an act of cleverness. The 
professional bankrupt Anda it more 
and more difficult to get credit. He 
soon discovers that even his cash will 
nut win for him the attention that his 
simply by 


“pecuniary success,” even 
measure, in the work of a professional 
man, may be entirely compatible with 
disinterested devotion to a kind of 
work that makes for the public weal, 
while it is also worthy of pursuit for 
its own sake, and brings content and 
even happiness in the doing.” 


Mr. Shaw sets a high 
every special profession, in its own 
line of work. He says: “The lawyer 


should have a cularly keen regard 
for the equita administration of jus- 
tice. The doctor should truly care for 
the physical w ness and well- 
being of the community. The clergy- 
man should be alive to those things 
that concern the rectitude and purity 
of life. The journalist should be will- 
ing to make sacrifices for the sake of 
the enlightment of public opinion; and 
so on.” And he adds, exist- 
ing modern standards: hold 
„„ « that the young man of edu- 
cation and opportunity who proposes 
to go into a business career enters it 
not me with a low and unworthy 
standard if his sole motive and object 
be to acquire wealth, but he also-en- 
ters it in of the ideas that 
fill the minds of the best modern busi- 
ness leaders.” 

Especially refreshing, however, is 
Mr. Shaw's tribute to modern industry 
aa Nberator instead of enslaver, as the 
Socialist would have us believe it: 
“This new and revolutionizing system 
of industry and ness,” says, 
“forced its way into a world of pov- 
erty. of disease, of depraved public 
Ute, of low morals in the main per- 
vading the community—a world for 
the most part of class @istinctions in 
which the lot even of the privil 


one, 
jority was little better 
serfs. .. . The mission of 
Industrial system was to trans 

the world by abolishing the reign of 
poverty.” 

Evils, and not small ones, as neces- 
sarily incidental to the development of 
the new order of things Mr. Shaw 
acknowledges; but he places us under 
special obligation by his clear and 
brief analysis of the manner in which 
through the endeavor to adjust dif- 
ficulties of capital and labor in mod- 
ern life, a system of cooperation on 
a much wider scale than is ordinarily 
recognized has introduced. His 
final dictum is: 

“Our .modern ideals have — 
not the refinement and the cuture 


progress of the multitude. Thig. could 
only be possible through a 2 
development of wealth so vast in - 
parison with what had previously 
existed as to constitute the most 


tory of human civilization and pro- 
gress. The man, therefore, who hag a 
clear perception of those laws of mind 
and of society under which modern 
economic forces have been set at 
work, cannot for a moment think that 
the end and outcome of this modern 
business system is a nen kind of 
human bondage, ‘the rich growing 
richer and the poor growing rer,“ or 
that it can mean any such thing as the 
elevation of property at the 1 3 
of manhood.” In closing, Mr. Shaw 
speaks strongly on the ethical respon- 
sibility of the American citizen in poll- 
tical matters. 

The address, short as it is, is so sin- 
gularly pithy and fresh in its state- 
ment of facts and principles that it 
deserves the very widest circulation,

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CONSERVE OUR GAME

HE conservatiom of the game and 
§ fish supply of a State is 


terested. There is a far more tmpor- 
tant side than the sport that attaches 
to the taking. First and foremost, 
game and fish form the great natural 
food supply which is the property of 
the State, and in which the individual, 
when having reduced it to his posses- 
sion, has only a qualified ownership; 
for the taking and the using must con- 
form to the statutes regulating the 
same. The person who wantonly de- 
or takes more game and fish 
man individual uses require. is en- 
croaching on dangerous ground: and it 
certainly is detrimental to others’ in- 
terests to permit the sale of any 
game, bird or fish, and encourages 
Waste of a very important food sup- 
ply. 

Such construction of this 
subject is naturally met with opposi- 
tion—but for the most part from mar- 
ket. hunters, commission merchants 
and hotel men who view the matter 
wholly from a mercenary standpoint; 
but true sportsmen concede that the 
construction is fair. and certainly the 
majority of the public are in accord 
with such sentiment. Such construc- 


States where the matter was contest- 
ed and adjudicated. For the general 
good, therefore, such a law of owner- 
ship should be enacted in every State 
where such supplies of game and fish 
are worthy of Goheervatieom. It i 
really the basic prificipte on which al! 
Protection” must rest; and once ac- 
quiesced in, such supplies of these food 
products will be so atigmented as to 


win general approbation in several 
years. 
Radical enforcement of an tec- 


tive meastires for fish and game 
be discouraged during the first few 
months after passage, as, unlike laws 
to protect human life and limb, u is 
hard to convince all that game ‘and 
fieh are not free to take and dispose 
of as one pleases when seasons are 
open. However, all suth laws should 
be enforced, but in the first 
the minimum penalties only should be 
applied. 

REGULATING BY LICENSE. 

A non-resident license law is one of 
the most effective provisions for regu- 
jlating the actions of visiting sports- 
men from other States, but the fee 
should not be so large as to be pro- 
hibitive. Yet it is only right that 
non-residents should pay something 
Into the State treasury to be applied 
In enforcing the protective measures 
of which they get a partial benefit. 
The majority of States have now such 
a non-resident tax, and the workings 
have been found beneficial. in con- 
sidering the tourist sporteman, the co- 
operation of railroads and other com- 
mon carriers is essential. The States 
that offer good hunting and fishing are 
additional attractions to be adver- 
tised by such carriers traversing them, 
and they are vitally interested in the 
upholding of such protective measures; 
and instruct all officiald and employés 
to assist the game wardens in prose- 
cuting their search for contraband 
game and fish; and for such aasist- 
ance it is right that the contraband 
game only be confiscated and not the 
sporteman’s personal effects, which are 
subject to checking as . This 
personal property should not be seized, 
but unfortunately this clause is one 
of the bad features of the laws in some 
of the Eastern States. 2

CAMPAIGN OF EDUCATION. 

A cam of education as to the 
true value of the game and fish supply 
by sportemen mould be inaugurated 
and constantly kept at until every 
man, whether he shoots much or little 
or not at all, has a correct understand- 
ing of what protection is intended to 
accomplish. By those who have but a 
cursory knowledge of the sabject it ts 
too often supposed that protective 
measures are enacted for the sole ben- 
efit of sportamen. Unfortunately there 
are men who shoot and fish who have 
become imbued with this idea them- 
seives. I will state positively and dis- 
tinctly that I always have and alwa 
will antagonige any effort by in 
Vidvals or clubs to have protective 
measures passed for a selfish purpose. 
The laborer who has but a day at long 
intervals to spend in hunting: the 
farmer boy or mon who occasionally 
goes into the fields, have Just as much 
interest in game and fish as the richest 
sporteman—'‘no man is above the law 
and none below it.” 

I do not Nke “posted” lands, neither 
may you; but there is much justice in 
the fact of s® many posted ranches in 
Southern California as elsewhere. Too 
often the city sporteman goes into the 
country and is unmindful of the prop- 
erty rights of the ranchman. True, the 
game is no more his than yours, but 
you must respect his wishes ae to 80 
ing upon his property, and regulate 
your conduct to please him while there. 
A good fellow can get favors anywhere, 
but the man w would bulidege, is 
brought up with a quick turn. It is not 
the game the farmer cares about: but if 
you leave gates open or cut his fences, 
permitting his catt'e to roam away and 
put him to trouble and joss, he i# not 
going to be friendly to you. The man 
who handies a gun carelessly, endan- 
gering stock or human life, is right- 
fully barred from consideration at all 
times. Now as to club grounds. Why 
should you feel hostile? A number of 
sportemen have spent their own money 
in making a good game and fish pre- 
serve, and can rightfully deny you par- 
ticipation. There are clube that occa- 
sionally throw open their preserves for 
a day to the public, and there would be 
more such should the toller whe shoots 
but little cease so much unkind criti- 
ciam of the more wealthy men who own 
these places. bes 


PROTECTIVE FELLOWSHIP. 


A Coser fellowship would be best em 
gendered through the medium of & 
general game and fish protective asso- 
ciation for Southern California, which 
I outlined in my article a week ago. 
it. is not wealth that makes the gen- 
tleman sporteman—bDut the man. The 
man of wealth who shoots has no aver- 
sion for the laborer who shoots if the 
latter's deportment is gentiemaniy, 
and there is not a sportaman’s associa- 
tion where such kindred spirits do not 
fraternize. There. are “snobs''—yes, 
but they can be barred, and further- 
more, no mhn is wanted in any protect- 
ive association who ts a game hog; and 
any man who willfully violates game 
laws should never have such an amount 
of wealth as to buy him a membership 
into a thoroughly gentleman sports- 
man's protective association. 

An officer of the executive board of a 
protective game and fish association 
should scorn to accept pay for his serv- 
ices. e true protectionist is he who 
has nd. ax to grind” and is willing at 
all times to advance general interests, 
except where attention to other duties 
will net permit. There are many euch 
sportamen in Saathern California whe 
would appreciate the honor of enga- 
ing in such work, und whose person- 
ality. would carry Viction to the pub- 
lic that the prote®tion and conservation 
of game and fish as a natural food sup- 
ply is of as much moment as subjects 
in which other publie bodies are inter- 
ested for a general good. 

NOW FOR ORGANIZATION. 


Now I have probably covered nea: ly 


bevery point of game and fish protec- 
tion and as one who for years has been 


identified in this work, I have made no 
theoretical suggestions. I am satis- 
fied. now that to organize an asso- 
clation for Southern California 
work along broad lines will be uc- 
tive of much good. neal 
A present work is at hand—the Fe- 
vision of some of the game and fish 
laws as apply to this part of the State.

DUCK HUNTERS LOOKING FOR 
SETTERMENT IN SPORT, 


— 


Unique Plans Proposed for New Del 
Rey Club Which is to Have a Big 
Sprig Pond—Baliona District Still 
Has Beat of the Duck Shooting. 
Green Wings Tournament. . 


Duck hunters’ hopes are slowly 80 
ing up in inverse ration as the moon 
wanes, and the veterans now feel that 
there is some prospect for a little im- 
provement in the sport. Any change 
would necessarily. be for the better. 

The last mid-week shoot of Wednes- 
day and Thursday, while nowhere a bit 
sensational, showed some improvement, 
and quite a few ducks were killed, 
particularily on the Ballona. © This 
section continues to have all the best 
of such shooting as there is. _Henry 
Weller killed thirty-eight birda on the 
Centinelh Club Thursday morning, 
with a large percentage of big ducks 
among them. The sprigs have come 
down on the Alla better than eise 
where this year; the members give 
them a chance to circle, and make their 
shots count to better advantage than 
do some other clubs which contain a 
bigger proportion of inexperienced duck 
hunters. 

Next winter there will be a new club 
on the Ballona—the Del Rey. C. A. 
Winship, W. H. Stimson, Henry Kel- 
ler, William Banning, J. W. A. Off. 
and five others are the members. The 
institution is named after Playa Del 
Rey, and Mr. Winship, who is super- 
jutending the preliminary arrange- 
ments, expects te put some novel fea- 
tures inte operation when the ponds 
are built. The club has already de- 
veloped 180 inches of pure water, and 
seems independent in this regard. 

A long sprig pond, whose dimen- 
sions will be a mile or a mile and a 
quarter long by several hundred yards 
wide, ia one of Mr. Winship’s original 
ideas. Its unique feature is to be an 
island thrown up in the middle upon 
which will be all the blinds. This 
patch will contain about an acre and 
in to be sowed with Egyptian and 
Kahr corn for the ducks, this dispens- 
ing with the need of artificial feeding. 
There is already considerable water 
on the Del Rey grounds, and the 
birds pitch in there now by the theus- 
and. Members of the club feel very 
much encouraged at the prospect, and 
think they will have splendid sport 
next winter. The preserving of this 
bit of marsh completes the chain, and 
now the birds will be let alone @ve 
days each week throughout a space of 
territory triangular in shape and con- 
taining roughly some eight square 
miles. Thie may reasonably be ex- 
pected to afford a considerable refuge 
for the wildfow!, and is likely to make 
the Ballona good ducking ground as 
long as any.

ONACO, Jan. 12—Whether or 
not sucess attends the attempt now 
being made by an Englishman 
named Wall to break the bank at Mon- 
te Carle with the aid of a novel “luck 
machine” invented by him, there is 
no doubt tha this is the most sticcess- 
ful thing of the kind ever tried at 
Monaco, Wall has backed his machine 
against the roulette tables at the Ca- 
sino at twenty-three Sites During 
thirteen of these he has won, and on 
ten occasoing lost, and his play, which 
so far has been rather of an experti- 
mental nature has resulted in win- 
ning to the extent of $626. Hie opera- 
tions are watched daily by crowds. 
Telegrams congratulating him on his 
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Wall, who is wel known in London 
as a sportsman, claims that with his 
machine he can win 10 per cent, a day 
for life at roulette, or break the bank 
in a day. H's machine is an tnneccat- 
looking little silver box about six inches 
long and three broad. It ts fat and on 
its face are sixteen openings’ about 
the size of a 10-vent piece, Under each 
opening is to be seen a number and 
the numbers are variously colored red 
and black. By touching a spring all 
‘the sixteen change in an. instant, and 
as they change the player makes his 
bet. 

This luck machine is the result of 
fifteen years’ experimenting. Wall says 
that ever since he was a boy de has 
been interested in the mathematical 
lawa of chance, and that his chief am- 
bition in this connection was to @is- 
cover some means of neutralizing, if 
not beating, the turn in favor of the 
bank at roulette. Not until twelve 
months age did he hit on the itea 
embodied in the machine with which 
he is now experimenting, 

“T have etudied every known sys- 
tem.” he says, “and have found their 
weak points. I have invented a ma- 
chine to fight a machine. It does away 
with the laws of chance, and by its 
use I can stand a weak of steady bad 
luck without exceeding a loss of a mod- 
rate capital.“

Prof. Warren, who was once principal 
of t public schools of North Belvi- 
dere, III., and later of the Daytona 
Academy at Dayton, O., a college pre- 
paratory school for boys, and principal 
of the Broadbrook, Ct., schools until 
one year ago, is a man of good address. 

WARREN ASKS MORE TIME, 

Warren wanted a reasonable time so 
that his attorney, Mr. Mays, might be 
present, The other side asked that the 
children be returned to the custody of 
Mrs. Akin at Tropico, and tha: tbe 
mother have freest access o then 
while the father should be barred out. 

“There are reasons why it should be 
said Attorney Macdona’d, and

It is claimed that his father suffered 
from eroticiam—a form of iysanity. 
This charge is leveled because he pub- 
lished a certain book which was pro- 
hibited from being circulated through 
the mails. Prof. Warren is alleged to 
have given this book to his two chil- 
dren for their perusal, and in addition 
to thus polsoning their minds it is 


toward them as to make it only char- 
itable to assume that he is tainted in 
the same way as his father before him. 

On the other hand, it is established 
that Mrs. Warren filed a petition in 
the Probate Court at Canton, Ct., for 
the custody of the children, and the 
petition was dismissed. In it she al- 
leged that her husband suffered from 
hallucinations and was unfit to care 
for the children, while, in another 
clause, she set up that she was a fit 
and proper person to have them. These 
two clauses, with one or two others. 
the Connecticut court held to be un- 
true, by indirection holding that the 
wife was herself not a proper woman 
to have the children in her charge.

Murderous Band Ambushes 
Other Americans,

Miner Sends News of Hi# 


Safety to Wife Here. 


The narrow escape of another party 
of Americans from the murderous hate 
of Yaquis in the State of Sonora, Men 
ico, is related in a letter received from 
Charles Clarke, a prospector, by his 
wife, who is in Los Angeles. 

Clarke's note was written hurriedly 
and contains only the barest details 
of the manner in which he and iis 
Los Angeles companions eluded the 
band of Indians who ‘ater set upon and 
killed Coe, MacKenzie, Call and Steu- 
dinger of Hlinois. 

With four chums Clarke set out from 
Douglass, Arts., two months ago on 
search for gold in Sonora. They tad & 


small pack train of berros and had- 


spent several weeks in the country 
without particular adventure. 

The Yaquis were incensed at We 
failure of the Mexican government 
grant to them all the lands along the 
Yaqui River. Not satistied with the 
result of a conference with Gow Ysabet 
of Sonora at San Miguel, they started 
out on an expedition that later proved 
to be one of vengeance. 

According to previous letters from 
Clarke, the Indians were incensed, not 
so much against Americans as against 
Mexicans. In one case the Indians 
murdered a Mexican at his home and 
at the same time killed an Americal 
who was his guest. 

Warned of the danger mat eon 
fronted them, the members of the 


‘Clarke party maintained a strict guard 


against ambush or open attack. Watch 
was kept at night, and by day the 
prospectors as they procee ed through 
the hills moved only. with great pre- 
caution. 

Their watchfulness had its reward 
about two weeks ago when, as the 
little pack train and fiVe men made it# 
way over a rough trall in the hills 
about forty miles west of La Colorado, 
they caught sight of a large band of 
Yaquis in the valley below. 

In the Indian party were about one 
hundred armed men. Clarke and his 
companions lost no time in secreting 
themselves. They remained in hiding 
until they were satisfied that the In- 
dians had disappeared. . Then the 


Americans made their way Dy & cit-3 = 


cuftous trail to the other. side of Bie 
mountains in which they had been 
traveling and proceeded in haste In the 
direction of Hermosillo, seeing no more 
of the murderous Yaquis. 

Just how the prospectors effected 
their escape and the route they took 
to safety, Clarke wrote that he did not 


have time to explain when he penned . 


the note to his wife. 

It was only a few days later that the 
party learned of the ambuscade in 
which the members of the Illinois 
party were slain. 

The version given of that event is 
that Call and his companions had 
asked the Mexican government for & 
militety guard from the post at La 
Colorado, but that the request had 
been denied them on the ground that 
their party was too small. 

In two stages driven by Mexicans the 
party was making its way back from 
a mining district in the motintains 
when they suddenly were fired upon 
by Yaquis who had secreted them- 
sdéives at the roadside. 

Two Americans and the Mexican 
driver who were in the first stage 
made their escape, but all in the e. 
ond vehicle were killed and their 


‘bodies were stripped by the Indians, 


The murderers then fle. in apparent 
fear of pursuit by soldiers.

The men in the departments are 
even a more hopeless lot than the 
women. Some few of them use their 
spare time in etudying law or medicine 
in the colleges, and use department 
employment as a stepping stone to a 
professional career. These are to be 
envied. A very few are promoted, 
after vears of weary effort, to positions 
that are really worth having: but the 
general run of them, probably eighty 
per cent. or more of the men in the

This action was taken by Mr. Brown 
vben he learned that Condee had been 
in Porterville. 

Condee obtained $200 from Brown on 
the representation that he needed the 
money to buy an option on the Reichie 
Block in Riverside, his statement be- 
ing that the Sait Lake Railroad de- 
sired to purchase the property. It de- 
veloped later that the railroad com- 
pany had no such Intention, 

Brown aiso lost through other finan- 


cial transactions with the “poultry 
man. 
A telegram was received yesterday 


morning by a man interested in the 
case, stating that Condee had been 
seen on Friday on the Porterville 
streets. Only a few days previously he 
had been in Fresno. The man who 
sent the telegram knows Condee wel) 
and is related to one of his creditors. 


He asked that a warrant for Condee’s | 


arrest be forwarded and it was in re- 
cponse to this request that Mr. Brown 
swore to the complaint. 

Twenty creditors of Condee, — 
senting claims estimated at about $10,- 
M. met yesterday afternoon at the of- 
fice of the Western Fancier, No. 632% 
South Broadway. and turned over their 
claims to 0. H. Burbridge as assignee. 
Several other creditors failed to at- 
tend the meeting. 

it was announced at the meeting that 
Condee’s wife was willing to give up 
her equity In a homestead at Hunting- 
ton Park, the proceeds to be applied 
toward the satisfaction ot claims 
against her husband. 

the property is in Mrs. Condee's 
name and she is under no legal obliga- 
tion to part with it, the assembied 
creditors declined to accept her sug- 
gestion. Sympathy was expressed for 
the woman and her willingness to make 
the sacrifice evoked the admiration of 
sufferers by her husband's crimes.

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Ow TO OIG THE CANAL. 
Writing in the North American 


10 Standpoint.“ 
George W. Crichfield makes a strong 
plea for a sea-level canal. Mr. Crich- 
field evidently speaks from a thorough 


The substance of Mr. Crichfield’s re- 
marks is that the best way to dig the 
Panama Cana! is—to dig it. He main- 
tains that a sea-level canal is much 
to be preferred to a canal with locks, 
and that in order to have a sea-level 
canal it is only necessary to dig cirt. 


The amount of earth to be dug out is, | is 


of course, enormous, But the under- 
taking is colossal under any circum- 
stances. The building of locks will be 
expensive, while the removal of dirt 
will be inexpensive by comparison, be- 
cause of the cheaper tools and the 
cheaper labor required. The lock sys- 
tems, he points out, would be especially 
merable in time of war, besides be- 
“dangerous, difficult and costly.” 
He believes that the most troublesome 
part of theeentire work will be the 
dredging -for a distance of tweny-nine 
miles through malarial swamps on the 
Atlantic side. This work will be costiv 
in more senses than one; for with the 
best sanitary precautions known to sci- 
@fice it will probably cost a great many 
human lives. This part of the work 
will have to be done in any event, 
whether the canal be built with locks 
or at sea level, although the dredging 
would have to be much deeper for the 
sea-level cagal. 

The question of labor is, of course, 
one of paramount importance, and it 
has given our canal commissien no 
small amount of uneasiness. The cli- 
matic conditions on the isthmus are £0 
unusual that it becomes a matter of 
the first importance that the laborers 
selected for the work shall be of a 
class best adapted to endure these con- 
ditiona with the least loss of life, and 
With the least less of time through 
Sickness. Mr. Crichfield expresses the 
opinion that the laborers best fitted for 
the canal work would be the native 
peons of the lowlands of Mexico, Cen- 
tral America and South America, and 
that they should be under American 
and German superintendence. For the 
practical conduct of the work, he rec- 
ommends that the job be cut up into 
suitable sections; and that bids be ad- 


vertised for separately on these sec- 


fal in sections, by 


tions. In his opinion, the work would 
thus be completed far more quickly 
and satiefactorily than if the govern- 
ment should undertake to prosecute it 
with labor employed by itself. 

The foregoing suggestions have, no 
doubt, ere this been brought to the 
attention of the canal commissioners. 
They are surely worthy of careful con- 
sideration. As for the sea-level canal, 
our engineers have long been convinced 
that it would furnish the most thor- 
ough solution of the problem. but the 
vast amount of work involved in the 
cutting down of the Culebra ridge has 
deterred them rom urging it. That 
the sen-level canal would be the most 
@cofiomical and the most satisfactory 
in the end ie altogether probable. By 
a combination of modern excavating 
machinery with efficient but compar- 
atively low-priced labor, the big ditch 
could probably be dug from sea to sea, 
without locks, almost as cheaply as 
we could construct the canal on a 
higher level, with the necessary locks.

E ROAD TO RUIN. 

That modern Moloch; the race 
track, continues to claim its victims. 
Scarcely a duy passes in Los Angeles 
that the newspapers de not record 
some story of shame, where a young 
man with a bright future has ruined 
his prospects, taking money that did 
not belong to him and gambling it 
away on the races. Many a white- 
headed parent sits today with head 
bowed in grief mourning over the 
downfall of tis hope and pride. It is 
& sad, sad story. A race track is like 
a gigantic cancer, spreading its deadly 
venom through the whole community. 
All over town, in every place of public 
resort, you see scattered around re- 
ports of the races, and on every side 
you hear talk about how much was 
won or lost on such and such a horse. 
Even the high-school children have 
taken to gambling, and are neglecting 
their studies to speculate with money 
that they may or may not be able to 
lese. The women, too, are gambling. 
The future of a woman who persists in 
this course may easily be conjectured. 
There are the inevitable losses, an in- 
creasing number of drinks, to keep up 
the nervous energy, a loan from an 
obliging friend, an appearance in the 
divorce court, the brothel, morphine, a 
suicide’s grave. Overdrawn, you may 
say. Not at all. Only too common 
such a story as this. ' 

Gambling is among the worst of all 
vices that afflict humanity. When once 
a man is thoroughly infected #ith the 
gambling fever he is done for, men- 
tally, physically, spiritually. 

It is true that dealing on Wall street 

gambling—gambling pure and sim- 
ple—but it does far less harm than the 
race track, because the latter is patron- 
ized by millions, whereas the former 
is only available to thousands. It is like 
the difference between selling morphine 
ata drug store, under restrictions, and 
selling S-cent packages at every cigar 
store. | 

It is good to note that the religious 
teachers of the <tty have taken this 
matter up, and are drawing attention 
to the evil. If a little of the energy 
now being devoted to the task of de- 
stroying the rum gend should be di- 
verted to enlightenine the public upon 
the great danger of this race-track evil, 
it would be a good thing for the com- 
munity. 


HE TEST OF A SOUL. 

A few days ago Booker Washing - 
ton accepted an invitation to address 
the Legisiature, the Supreme Court 
and the State officers of Kansas. Upon 
the day fixed he walked toe the Capitol 
building in Topeka, arm in arm with 
the Governor, and was received by the 
distinguished audience that awaited 
him with every possible show of honor 
and-respect. It was a day of glory for 
the great leader of the black race. 

Oftentimes, however, as this world 
goes, the day of glory is followed by 
the day of shame. The world has a 
way of lifting men up to pedestals for 
the mere sport of knocking them down 
again. Mr. Washington found this to 
be the case in his Kansas experience, 
for the following night, while in the 
town of Wichita, neighboring Topeka, 
he could not find a hotel that would 
harbor him nor give him a morsel to 
eat. Fresh from the acclaim and ap- 
plause of the capital where he was 
showered with honors, he was upon 
the very next day forced to walk the 
streets of Wichita like an outcast and 
a pariah. He was obliged at last to 
seek the sheiter of a humble fellow 
negro’s home in order to find a place 
to lay his head. 

All this, of course, brings up again 
the eternal negro question. Upon that 
question enough has been said and it 
is not the purpose here to reopen it 
for argument. But it is in order that 
another point of view of a case of this 
kind may be referred to that the in- 
cidents herein related are reviewed. 
And that point of view is the barbar- 
ous cruelty with which we seek to test 
the greatness of the human soul. Per- 
haps it is well that the soul should be 
tested, sometimes, but it is inhuman 
and unnecessary that the trial should 
be so severe and so relentiessly harsh 
as it is in the case of Booker Wash- 
ington. He is a great man with a great 
soul. He is doing the noblest work 
that a man can do—the uplifting of a 
race. He is too great, too noble and 
too unselfish to be treated like a dog 
by any one in any town in America. 

But the real question is how great 
must a great soul be to bear up under 
such treatment? How long can it bear 
the burden and not break? Under the 
black skin of Booker Washington there 
is a nature as fine and as sensitive 
In its make-up as is the nature of any 
Caucasian. He feels auch treatment 
as he received in Wichita as keenly as 
any white man could feel it. Every 
day of his life he is subjected to in- 
sult and ignominy at the hands of 
people who are not fit to be mentioned 
in the same breath with him as far as 
the essential qualities of heart and 
mind and character are concerned. 
Yet almost every waking hour of his 
existence he is subjected to the wither- 
ing scorn and the undisguited con- 
tempt of his fellow-man, sknply be- 
cause God sent him forth with a dark 
skin. 

The soul that is 80 constituted and 
that still can bear up; that can pur- 
due ite way without resentment: that 
can ‘give back a emile for a scow! and 
that, when so deeply wronged, can so 
freely forgive, must be fortified by a 
strength and sweetness truly Christ-

One hundred and sixty acres 
of irrigated land is more than any one 
man needs. There are thousands of 
people in California Who make a good 
living on ten ares of irrigated land. 
Recently there was published a descrip- 
tion of a one-acre farm near Sacra- 
mento, whose owner had not only made 
a good living for many years, but had 
managed to lay by a li fortune in 
the bank. This, of course, was only 
accomplished through Intensive culti- 
vation. ‘ 

A dispatch from Washington recently 
announced that no effort will be madc 
In the présent session to amend the 
pubic-land laws, notwithstanding the 
recent disclosures of graft and other 
evidences of the inadequacy of the ex- 
isting statutes. While leading members 
of the House admit they favor the re- 

1 of certain loosely-constructed pub 

land acts, they say the labor in- 
volved in agitating their abolishment is 
too great to be attempted in the few 
remaining days of this session. 

This is disappointing to the people. It 
looks too much as ff these public en- 
emies, the land grabbers, had influen- 
tial friends at court. The people of 
the country should continue to watch 
developments in this important matter 
and to make their representatives in 
Congress understand clearly that they 
will not tolerate any “monkey  busi- 
ness. The Congressman or Senator 
who deliberately stands in with the 
land thieves against the interests ot 
the people at large should be branded 
as a public enemy.

Growth of the Tobacco Indus- 
try in the Republic. 


Statistics Relating to Silver 
Product of Last Fear. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

CITY OF MEXICO, Jan. 19.—The 
awakening of Japan, or rather the 
awakening of the world by Japan, may 
mean much to Mexico. Already, as 
stated in my last letter, a high official 
of that government has come to 
Mexico to investigate the sugar pos- 
sibilities of this country. As a matter 
of fact, Mexico will this year export 
only 20 per cent. of her sugar pro- 
duct, leaving the rest in the country to 
meet its own growing demands. But 
Japan has evidently tired of the beet 
sugar poured into the country by Ger- 
many, and wants cane sugar, and 
furthermore thinks Mexico can let her 
have some out of her big sugar-bow!l, 
framed in the mountains of Morelos. 
Japan consumes sugar to the value of 
$20,000,000 in gold each year, and 
raises scarcely one-twentieth of that 
amount. This is raised in the Island 
of Formosa, the only portion of the 
empire that raises sugar. Mexico has 
had intimate relationships with the 
Extreme Orient, and the Mexican peso 
has held its own as the favorite cur- 
rency of the yellow races. Mexico, 
furthermore, is a nearer market to the 
East than are the old countries of the 
European continent, whose only ap- 
proach, except by the sea route 
of the Saez Canal, is via the Trans-Si- 
berian Railway. 

Nevertheless. Mexico bas had no 
commercial relations worth mention- 
ing with China and Japan. Even its 
pesos gO to the eastern market via 
New York or San Francisco and even 
via London. One reason, of course, is 
that Mexico has as yet no Pacific 
ports capable of receiving and for- 
warding products direct to the East, 
for no railroads yet connect central 
mexico with the Pacific. When one 
of the seven roads now heading for 
at Coast 


reaches the Pacific, traffic will pour 


but also to the far-away Cathay that 
has wakened since the days of Tenny- 
son. 
Japan and the Philippines, carried the 
eagles of Mexico across the sea, but 
not the eagles of conquest; they were 
and are those of commerce. Naturally, 
if, as is believed, China has $600,000- 
000 pesos hoarded and stored 
in that bankless country. some day 
they will spend those buried millions, 
THE TOBACCO INDUSTRY. 

The statistics just prepared by the 
Department of Encovragement show 
that the tobacco crop of Mexico during 
1904 amounted to 2250 tons. That ex- 
ported has steadily declined, until last 
year it was barely 300 tons, the rest 
of the product ee consumed in the 
Mexican market. he tobacco im- 
ported into. Mexico last year was 
valued at $200,000 gold, the most of It, 
fully 75 per cent. being from the 
United States. 

It is a fact not generally known, 
that Mexico leads t..e United States in 
the consumption of cigarettes. The 
consumption in Mexico last year was 
3.456.000, 000 cigarettes, while in the 
United States it was 3.306.487.2115. Per 
capita, and beari in fact the smok- 
ing capabilities of the two Republics, 
the proportion in the United States was 
one to five in Mexico. There are 
manufactured in this city 280 different 
kit ds of cigarettes, and Mexican to- 
bacco is used in the manufacture of 
all these distinct classes. The largest 
plants in the world are in this city; 
they employ nearly 2500 persons, and 
the daily output of the three factories 
is 12,000,000 cigarettes.. Their out- 
put is not sufficient for the loca! needs 
and cigarettes to burn are imported 
from France, Egypt, and other tobacco 
manufacturing countries. 

Pulque is such a staple that its 
market is seldom bulled or beared. 
Its price remains practically the same, 
year after year, while the supply and 
demand increase phenomenaliy. But 
the traffic in this white curse of Mexico 
has just recetved a rude jolt. Clavillo, 
a pest, has appeared in the maguey 


Tiaxcala, that is attacking the plants 


ing the supply. This may soon cause a 
rise in price, and incidentally further 
the cause of temperance by causing 
less drinking in Mexico. 

SILVER STATISTICS. 


According to the supplementary re- 


port of the Bureau of Statistics of the 


Treasury Department, the value of sil- 
ver produced in Mexico during the 
eleven months froin July 1 to May 31 
of the fiscal year 1903-1904, amounted 
to $82,494,480.49, against $75,480,481.13 
during the eleven months of the pre- 
vious fiscal year, showing an increase 
of. nearly 10 per cent. on the produc- 
tion in the previous year. It is an in- 
teresting fact, in view of the state- 
ments of the banks in this city on 
December 3ist, 1904, that the supply of 
available currency for the requirements 
of business was $17,424.114.52 greater 
than on December 3ist 1903.

PRESIDENT DIAZ GOES SOUTH. 

In modest fashion, and quite unher- 
alded, President Porfirio Diaz de- 
parted today for Southern Mexico. He 
goes to inspect the Tehuantepec isth- 
mus Railway and the terminal ports 
of Salina Cruz and Ovoatzacoaicos 
Mrs. Diaz, who is suffering from the 
grip, accompanies her husband, as 
do also Sir Weetman Pearson, the 
contractor of the road and ports, Lady 
Pearson, Mrs. Maria Luisa Romero 
Rubio de Teresa, sister to Mrs. Diaz, 
the Governor of the Federal District, 
Guillermo Landa y Escandon and his 
wife, J. B. Body, resident director of 
Pearson & Son, and a number of 
Presidential Guards, commanded dy 
Maj. Pablo Eecandon and Capt. Por 
Arto Diaz, Jr. The party left this 
noon over the Mexican Railway to 
take train on the Vera Cruz and Pa- 
cific at Cordoba this afternoon en 
route to the Isthmus. This is the 
firet time in twenty-seven years that 
Gen. Diaz visits the isthmus; at that 
time he was fizhtirg in the Liberal 
army against the Conservatives. Now, 
instead of burning flelds and deso- 
lated villages he will find mile-wide 
plantations of coffee, grain and fruits 
and rapidly growing centers of popu- 
lation. It has been estimated that 
within one year there will be.on the 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec not less than

ELECTRIC OFFICE BOY. 


A New Machine from Which the Most 
Important Results are 
Anticipated. 


[New York World:] The messengers 
in Offices in the financial! districts who 
the the cards of visitors to their em- 
ployers have a rival. It is a machine 
and it does the work better than man 
or boy. 

James B. Dill, the corporation law 
authority, has installed one of the 
machines in his offices at No. 27 Pine 
street. Mr. Din was the rst to Jis- 
cover the machine, and a number of 
bankers, lawyers and railroad men 
who daily visit him have been so Im- 
pressed with lis peculiar utility that 
it is probable many offices Will on 
be equipped with it. » 

The machine s an Glectrical con- 
trivance with two small cabinets, one 
in the recéption-room and one on Mr. 
Dill's desk in Ais private office. The 
cabinet in the reception room is fitted 
with a roll of paper and a pecullar 
pencil, to which is attached a slender 
electric wire. The paper runs over an 
electric contrivance which 
every movement of the pencil to the 
cabinet in Mr. Diil’'s office. This at- 
ter cabinet is also fitted with a roll of 
paper and an eiectrically connected 
pench, the latter being different in 
several details from the penell in the 
cabinet in the outer room. 

When a vishor enters the outer room 
the clerk there learns his name, and 
taking up the electric penc!! writes it 


on the paper in the cabinet. The in- 
stant he begins io write the pencil in 
the cabinet on Mr. Dl's desk also 
begins o Write, reproducing exactly 


all of the pecullarities of the clerk's 
handwriting. Any message which the 
visitor may Wish to send can also be 
communicated to Mr. Dill over the 
queer machine.

Bail on Ten indictments of River- 
side Grand Jury Arranged in Judge 
Smith’s Chambere—Maj. J. W. F. 
Diss to Appear Tomorrow Morning 
on Four Indictments. 


Bail bonds to the extent of $47,500 
now hang over the head of Tom Hays, 
plunger and practical politician, whose 
career of frenzied finance in Riverside 
county brought him notoriety all over 
the United States. 

The sum of $17,500 was added to the 
amount under which Hays walked at 
liberty, yesterday forenoon, in Judge 
Smith's chambers. The bonds were 
signed by the Aetna Indemnity Com- 


pany. 

This was on the ten new indictments 
of the Riverside grand jury. Four of 
these indictments run jointly against 
Tom Hays and Maj. John W. A. Diss, 
former general right-of-way agent for 
the Salt Lake Railway Company, be- 
ing felony charges of obtaining money 
under false pretenses. 

The other six indictments are against 
Tom Hays alone, and were based on 
the old bank steals, ranging in amounts 
from $500 upwards, the total amounting 
to probably $10,000. 

It had been arranged that Hays and 
Diss were to meet in Los Angeles yes- 
terday morning, and go together before 
the judge to arrange bail. But a mat- 
ter of death intervened, and Diss wii. 
not appear until tomorrow forenoon. A 
meeting has been arranged for Diss 
and his attorneys and Sheriff M. Co- 
burn of Riverside county, at the office 
of Detective A. W. Marsh in the Tem- 
ple Block. 

Diss is the general agent for the 
Equitable Life Insurance Company, 
and for the past week he has been in 
the vicinity of Ventura with Capt. A. 
W. Brown, a local agent, and a promi. 
nent resident of that place. 

While at Sespe, Capt. Brown was 
stricken with sudden iliness, and he 
died in Maj. Dies's arms on Friday 
night. Dies took the body to Ventura, 
and hence was unable to meet his 
bondsmen and Tom Hays before Judge 
Smith yesterday. He telephoned par- 
ticulars, and anged for the meeting 
tomorrow forenoon. 

Hays, who has been making his home 


at Ocean Park for the past few months, 
came up from there yesterday morn- 


ing, accompanied by his close personal 
friend, Capt. J. U. Henry of Santa 
Monica. They were met by Sherift Co- 
burn, Detective Marsh and Attorney 
K. A. Meserve. and procteded at once 


to Judge Smith's chambers.

The at- 
torneys on both sides claim to be in 
readineas to proceed; and the case win 
doubtiess have a hearing on that date. 


PUEBLO PROTESTS. 
INVOKES MEXICAN GOVERNMENT 


Dumb as a brute led to the slaughter, 
Juan Antonio Pueblo has sat through- 
out his trial for the murder committed 
Seven years ago in Santa Monica 
Cafion, but when about to be sentenced 
to the State's prison for life by Judge 
Smith yesterday he lifted his voice in 
protest. 

Pueblo spoke through an interpreter, 
but the flash of his now animated face 
and the raps of his hand as he struck 
the table to accentuate his remarks 
plainly indicated what he thought and 
the wey he felt. 

Pueblo murdered Albundio Garcia in 
Badiilo’s saloon in the cafion on Au- 
gust 13, 1898. Until a very recent pe- 
riod he contrived to elude the law offi- 
cers, for the reason that he skipped 
over into Mexico, of which country he 
is a native. But Chief of Police Ham- 
mel. heard that Pueblo was working 
close to the line and sumetimes came 
over into United States territory. The 
Chief and Police Officer Talamantes 
went down to San Diego as a point of 
vantage from which to watch for a 
chance to arrest Pueblo. Talamantes 
and a companion, it fe claimed, dis- 
covered Pueblo in Mexico working in 
an outlying camp, and there laid hands 
upon him. They brought him across 
the border to Campo, in San Diego 
county. Chief of Police Hammel was 
informed that Pueblo had been located 
at Campo and when he went there the 
formal arrest was made. 

At the trial of Pueblo the jury found 
the defendant guilty of murder in the 
first degree and fixed the punishment 
at imprisonment for life. When asked 
if he had anything to say why sen- 
tence should not be the look of 
dogged resignation that had  distin- 
guished Pueblo disappeared. * 
— up and answered that he 


“I'd like the Mexican Consul to be 
here so that it may be known where 1 
was as to the line when I Was cap- 
tured.”

fendant concluded his ha- 
rangue by saying that he was not sat- 
isfied with the proceedings and the 
passing of sentence. The court said 
that he Was not surprised, there be- 
ing very few men who like to take the 
punishment meted out to them. Pueblo 
was then formally sentenced to be im- 
prisoned for life at San Quentin. 

As a last and parting shot the de- 
fendant voiced his indignation. 

“I dont think it just for sentence 
to be passed under these circum- 
stances.” 

“It will do you no good to express 
your feelings.” said the court, “what 
legal rights you have can be looked 
after by your Consul and the lawyers, 
and I will order the commitment heid 
until next Tuesday in order to have the 
Mexican Consul communicated with.” 

Attorney Wilder, who defended Pu- 
ebio and worked hard in the man’s de- 
fenee, so hard that he received a com- 
pliment from the court, yesterday in- 
timated that he had previously commu- 
nicated with Consul Andrade, but in 
view of the court's remarks he would 
again see him.

A especial ordinance designed to reg- 
uate affairs in Central Park, where 
Sectaliet spouters are wont to con- 
gregate and harangue under the “Tree 
of Knowledge,” is to be prepared by 
the City Attorney and introduced at 
the meeting of the City Council to- 
morrow. 

The case of Charles Harrington, the 
urgyfyer arrested Friday afternoon 
by Park Officer Selby, was investigated 
yesterday, and a dangerous state of af- 
fuire was brought to the attention of 
the City Attorney.

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CARE OF WATCHES. 


Many Fine Timepieces are Injured by 
Not Being Properiy 
Regulated 
New York Sun: Although ex 
perts 
recently testified in court that a watch 
which does not lose or gain more than 
five seconds a month is an excellent 
timepiece, Atherican watches are occa- 
sionally seen that do not gain or lose 
more than five seconds a year. Such a 
watch, however, is, 80 to speak, an ac- 
cident. The most careful watchmaking 
eannot be expected to yield any such 


result, 
ometers gain or lose less 

than a tenth of a second a day. With 
the chronometer the important thing 
is nd that it shall run very close, but 
that its rate of variation shali be reg- 

- The same is true of watches. but 
their size makes it difficult to assure 

larity. 

ou May reasonably hope that. a 
watch which sells to the dealer without 
a case for $100 to $150 may be regulated 
to a few seconds a month. The best 
watches are sent to the national! ob- 
servatory to be observed and regulated, 
an from those thus carefully treated 
the most regular are selected as stand- 
ard watches. Even cheap watch may 
be regulated so as to run very close to 
correct time, but the regulation may 
ececupy months, and may cost almost 
as much as the original price of the 
watch. For this reason cheap watches 
are for the most part not very closely 
regulated. 

Many of the most expensive watches 
seldom run well, because the owners 
ere content to have them cleaned, re- 
paired and regulated by incompetent 
persons. Excelient as American 
watches are, the watch-repairing busi- 
ness in this country is in a sad state. 

- AS a matter of fact American watch- 
making. and in this city watch repair- 
ing. is mainiy in the hands of foreign- 
ers. Nearly 75 per cent. of the watch- 
makers in the factories are Germans, 
20 per cent. English and perhaps 5 per 
cent. French, Swiss and Scandinaviens. 
The few native Americans now learn 
Ing the trade are usually the sons of 
seme foreign-born waichmaker. 

Ordinary workmen at the bench In 
this city earn from $15 to $18 a week. 
A few earn from $25 to $30 a week. 
and perhaps half a score of the bes: 
men earn from $30 to $40 a week. 

Watch repair in the big jewelers’ 
shops is not profitable if the work is 

conscientiously, because custom- 
ers are seldom willing to pay the cost 
of careful work. It often takes more 
time and greatér skill to learn what 
is the matter with a watch than to 
remedy the defect. The ordinary work- 
men in a large establishment lack fhe 
skill to discover the defects of a fine 
watch. So, too. do many of the self- 
employing watchmakers. 

In the big shops a really fine watch 
ls often tufned over to the most skilled 
man in the piace for observation; 4 
less skilled men pay be trusted to cor- 
rect the error When it is discovered, 
and a cheap watch in for repairs goes 
to a cheap man. 

The most conscientious of the self- 
employing watchmakers hesitate to un- 
dertake the repair of cheap watches. 
because the cost of repairs may ge a 
considerable percentage of the origina! 
price oft the watch. Such a watchma.- 
ker the other day named a third the 
price of a cheap watch as the cost of 
repairs. Tue owner thought the price 
high, but the job was not a very profii- 
eble one to the watchmaker. 

As a matter of fact there are really 
very few watchmakers in New Yorn. 
The business of making watches is left 
chiefly to the great facicries and they 
are not situated here. The best watch 
repairers, however. «an make waiche- 
entire. because the earlier apprentices 
learned the whole trade. 
skilled watch repairer is often called 
upon to make in his little shop the 


they cannot so satisfactorily be bought 
ready made. 

Once in a while such a,man is called 
upon to make a watch case. 
case making long age was handed ove, 
to speciaiistse workin in large fac- 
tories.

NEW YORK, Jan. 8. — A gang of 200 
men who had walten in West Forty- 
first street from early in the morning 
until late at night to get work shovel- 
ing snow for the city and had seen 
gang after gang of Italians employed, 
finally lost patience and began a se- 
ries of attacks on the Itallans.

The second lies just east, covers a

THE COST OF PEACE. 

‘6 HE strong arm of the government in enforcing 
respect for its just rights in international mat- 
ters is the navy of the United States. I most 

earnestly recommend that there be no halt in the work 
of wpbuilding the American navy. There is no more 
petriotic duty before us as a people than to keep the 
navy adequate to the needs of the country’s position. 
‘ Our voice is now potent for peace, and is so 
potent because we are not afraid of war. But our prot- 
at ions on behalf of peace would neither receive nor 
deserve the slightest attention if we were impotent to 
make them good.” 
The foregoing words ve quoted from the recent mes- 
sage of the President of «ne United States to Congress. 
Following on the heels of this we find that the esti- 
mates of Secretary Morton for the navy for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1906, are in excess of $114,000,000, 
which is an increase of more than $17,000,000 over the 
naval appropriations for 1905. There is to be set apart 
for the construction of contemplated new warships 
alone, the sum of $45,000,000. We are now spending 
on our navy each year a dollar and more for every man, 
woman and child in the nation. We are at present 
the third naval power in the world and the desire is 
to keep at it until we shall rank second. Engiand is 
now, as it has long been, first in strength, but it is 
not thought necessary that we should either equal or 
outrank her.

“How do the men keep warm there in midwinter? 
They cannot have fires when under arms?” 

“No, the most of them rely upon their clothing for 
warmth. Both armies wear more or less furs. The 
common soldiers of Japan have long, thick overcoats of 
kaki, with high fur collars, which they can ¢urn up about 
their faces, and the officers wear fur-lined coats. As to 
the Russians, some of them are ciad in furs and some in 
sheepskins. The Cossack uniform is almost all fur, in- 
cluding an enormous fur cap. 

“As to fire, one of the most serious questions is that 
of fuel. The march of Kuroki’s army, with which I was. 
has been largely through a wooded country, and we have 
eut down the trees for wood. At times charcoal has 
been sent in from Japan for the use of the soldiers, and 
just now they are doing all they can to pump out the 
Yentai coal mines. These mines are not very far from 
Mukden. They were used by the Russians, but they 
flooded them before they left, and they are sili full of 
water. The Japanese are doing all they can to get 
pumps and empty the mines.” 

Railroads and the War. 

“These mines are reached by the railroads, are the; 
not?“ 

“Yes. The Japanese now have the southern end of 
the Chinese Eastern Railroad. They have changed i! to 
a narrow gauze, in order that they may be able to use 
Japanese engines and rolling stock. You may remember 
that the Russians bave a broad gauge. For this rea- 
son the Japanese could not use the road until it was 
changed.” 

“Is the Trans-Siberian road working well?“ 

„very well, indeed, I understand,” said Capt. March. 
“The government has taken charge of it, and they are 
pouring soldiers into Manchuria over it. There is a 
steady stream of fighting men moving across Siberia da, 
and night, and as fast as the soldiers die or become dis- 
abled they are replenished by others. It is wonderful 
how little the Russians seem to regard the loss of men. 


You would have thought Wat the 50,900 soldiers who 
were killed in the last great battle would have disorgan- 
ized the ermy and disarranced its plans. It did not seem 
to affect the Russian policy one iota. The officers took 
it as a matter of course, and also the men. The fact, 
it seemed to me, made a serious impression upon (he 
Jopanese. Before that battle they had no doubt of their 
ultimate success. Since then they have begua to won- 
der whether alter all they can wear out or conquer a foe 
like this.” 


The Russians as Soldiers. n 


“What kind of soldiers are the Russians?” 

“They are brave and wi!) fight until they drop. They 
know nothing else. Wo captured many of them, and 
there were thousands dead on the battlefield. Many of 
the @rivaies are fine locking. They are big-boned, lusty 
fcliows with fair complexions and light hair. This sur- 
prised me, as I had expected to find dark-haired men. 
i had heard many stories of the viciousness and sar- 
agery of the Russian peasant. “The faces I saw had no 
such charactcristics, and the papers found upon the men 
conveyed the opposite improssion. Every soldier had a 
@ocket testament or at least the Four Gospels, and upon 
many of the dead we found letiers written and ready for 
mafling to their families at home. The letters were sim- 
ple, affectionate and loviog, giving the little details of 
camp lile and carrying messages to dear ones, large and 
small, in Russia. It seemed to me that men who could 
write euch letters must be more than ordinarily decent. 
Speaking about the Testaments, it was a curious fact 
that the names of the company and regimenis of the 
men were ecratched out. This was to keep the Japa- 
nese from estimating the character of the Russian army.” 

“From what vo say, captain, the Russians must be 
religious?” 

“They have all forms of religion, and I do not see why 
we should not give them credit for honesty,” said Capt. 
March. “Every set of troops has its priest with it, a 
high-capped man in a long black gown. The soldiers 
sing hymns as they go into baftie, and en during their 
night attacks, they charge, singing.” 

The Japanese Soldier. 


“How about the Japanese?” ‘ 

“They are just the coposites of the Russians. They 
make no nolse whatever. They sing no military songs, 
and, in fact, you never hear them singing. They are 
quiet in camp and on the march and in battle; but they 
£0 steadily abead and fight to the death. There are no 
braver soldiers known than the Japanese, and none, 
think, more cflicient.” 

“Are they well trained?“ , 

“Thoroughly so,” said Capt. March. “The work they 
are doing in Manchuria is not new work for them. 
They have been doing this same thing in their maneu- 
vers at home year after year for fifteen years. They 
have been moved by water from one part of Japan to 
another, and have had ¢o fight upon landing. Almost 
every problem that has come up in the war has been 
solved by them in these maneuvers again and again. 
They are organized after the German system. Each 
man knows just what he has to do, and the army works 
like a great machine. 

“The Japanese army is composed of picked men,” con- 
tinued the military expert. “Every year all the able- 
bodied youths of Japan of a certain age have to appear 
before the authorities and the best are taken for soldiers. 
This lot is weeded out again and again until somethiag 
like 40,000 or more men of equal height and good phy- 
sique remain. These are trained for the army. As a 
result the Japanese troops are about as evenly matched 
a body of men as you wil! find in any army. They are 
intensely patriotic and almost every man esteems it an 
honor to die for his Emperor.” 1 


The Officers are Able. 


“What do you think of the officers:of the two armies?” 

“They are able men and men of experience. This is 
so of both Japanese and Russians. Gen. Kouropatkin 
evidently understands his business, and where will you 
find a braver or more gallant character than Gen. Stoes- 
sei? Gen. Oyama has shown his ability as a commander, 
and the same is true of Gen. Kuroki. As to Gen. Ko- 
dama, the chief of staff, he is to a large extent the brains 
of the Japanese army. None of these men is young. All 
have been connected with the great developments goiag 
on in Japan, and have risen from rank to rank until 
they attained their oresent position. 

“There is one thing | would say abont such officers in 
contrast with the genera! opinion held as to ¢heir posi- 
tion. The popular idea is that the general of an army 
goes dashing along at the head of his men, swirging hia 
sword and calling them to come on. In the fighting of 
today the commanders sre well to the rear, connected 
by telephone and messengers with different parts of the 
field.

Many Night Battles. 


“It will seem odd (eo the old soldier of the United 
States,” Capt. March went on, “to know that most of the 
fighting between the Russians and the Japanese is done 
at night. This is caused by the destructive noture of 
modern guns. The artillery mows down men like wheat 
if the gunners have daylight to help them. The gun 
are. long-ranged and the destruction is awful. In th 
later battles the Japanese have used the darkness to 
make their way closer to their enemy. Today they 
micht perhaps be a mile away, firine at the Russians be- 
hind their intrenchments. Tonight they would make a 
rush and get perhaps 2000 feet nearer, and there they

“How do you regard the fall of Port Arthur, captain? 
Does that indicate that the war is nearing an end?” 

Nat at all,“ was the reply. “I don't think the Japa- 
“nese look upon it in that way, and the Russians cer- 
tainly do not. Port Arthur has been a very profitable 
investment for the Russians. It has kept 100,000 Japa- 
‘nese busy and away from the fight with the troops far- 
ther north. It has paid for itself fifteen times over for 
all it has cost in both men and money. The Japanese 
estimate that it contained 40,000 men. I think the num- 
ber has been overrated.” 

“Whet do the Chinese in Manchuria think about the 
situation?“ 

“They seem to regard f entirely outside their busi- 
ness, said Capt. March. “If the Jepanese and Russians 
choose to kill each other, why should they care, as long 
as each army pays them well for what it takes. This 
is the case at present. Both Russians and Japanese want 
to be friends with the Chinese, for in case ejther should 
secure possession of Manchuria, it would have the Chi- 
nese to deal with. For this reason, perhaps, the Chi- 
mese are well paid for their services and supplies. 
Nearly all the transportation is done by them. The ve- 
hicles used are heavy Chinese cars, which will carry 
a ton or more on the level. The price for a cart is 15 
yen per day, equal to $7.50 of our money. This is a for- 
tune in China.” 

“Are the Chinese afraid?” 

“No. They come and watch the fighting until they get 
tired, and then go back to their farms. They are ready 
to be hired for all sorts of work, and as they are lusty 
fellows, many of them more than eix feet in height, they 
make excellent laborers. Indeed, I don't see why they 
would not make good soldiers. What they need is or-

HOMAGE TO BE PaID TO THE Mu- 
ORY OF WILLIAM MCKINLEY. 


By a Special Contributor. 


" ODAY is carnation day, the birthday of the late 
T Presiden¢ William MeKiniey, when in every part 
of the United States carnations will be worn in the 
coat, lapel, hair, bosom, at the throat or carried loosely 
in the hands, as an expression of appreciation of the life 
and great services rendered the nation by the martyred 
President. 

The carnation was William McKinley's favorite flower. 
He wore it on all occasions, as it expressed to him pur- 
ity, beauty and simplicity as no other flower did. 

When Mr. McKinley was Governor of Ohio, a bevy of 
girl students at Lake Erie College, at Painesville, O., 
made him an honorary member of ¢heir class, at the 
same time pinning on his coat their class flower—the 
carnation. From that day on he was seen to wear this 
flower in his button bole. 

The incident occrvrred when Gov. McKinley was in 
Painesville, a guest of the Garfield Club. He ever after- 
ward evinced an interest in the class, and often remem- 
bered and was remembered by them. 

Mrs. McKinley took great interest in the class and its 
insignia, and provided a bunch of carnations for her hus- 
band’s room every morning. A reunion of the class was 
in progress when Mr. McKinley was first nominated for 
the Presidency, and a congratulatory telegram was sent 
him. 

At each reunion of the class the President was remem- 
bered with a box of carnations. 

The idea of “The Carnation League of America” oc- 
curred to Lewis G. Reynolds, of Dayton, O., the founder 
of the memorial, on the 14th day of September, 1902, 
\while in the city of Buffalo. 

It was the first anuiversary of the death of the late 
President, which occurred in that city, and there was a 
feeling in Buffalo that it would be a fitting thing to ob- 
serve the day by a general diaplay of draped flags and 
other signs of mourning. 

The day was practically proclaimed a holiday in the 
city, but the display of draped flags was very meager; not

Mr. Reynolds, knowing that the carnation was Mr. Mc- 
kinley’s favorite flower, purchased a bloom, tied a bit of 
black ribbon to it and wore it in his buttonhole the en- 
tire day without, for the moment, thinking of what it 
might mean later on. The idea of “Carnation Day” 
grew upon him, however, and a few wecks later he 
brought the matter to the attention of “The McKinley 
National Memorial Association,” at Canton, O., and it 
met with the instant approval of the late Senator Hanna, 
Judge William R. Day and other trustees of that associ- 
ation. It was Mr. Reynolds's original idea chat “Carna- | 
tion Day” be observed on September 14, the anniver- 
sary of Mr. McKinley's death, just as the primrose is 
worn in England on the 19th day of April, in memory of 
Lord Beaconsfield, but Alexander H. Revell of Chicago, a 
Carnation League trustee, was successful in having the 
date changed to January 29, as being much more appro- 
priate. 

The idea was promulgated through the newspapers on 
December 22, 1902, and met with universal approval. 

The day was first observed on January 29, 1902, the

But at last discovery came. it is not so very long 
ago— just seventy years since the dread mysieries of 
thuggee were unraveled by the English authorities. 
Suspicion arose lecause sepoys, traveling on leave with 
their army pay. failed to return to their regimerts. 
Now the Indian sepoy is proud of his calling and he 
goes home o his village invariably intent on bringing 
back recruits to join the service of the sirkar, as he 
calls the ruling power. Trusted soldiers, non-com- 
missioned officers and men of tried service, had never 
agaia been heard of. So strict invertigation was set 
on foot, and as a result a gang of thugs were surprised 
in the very deed. They were arrested, imprisoned, tried, 
and convicted of murder. But the truth was not yet 
Only when the death sentence on the 
criminals broke che religious spell of Bowani's power 
to protect her votaries did confession follvw. 


Then came the astounding and ghastly disclosure of 
what thuggee ir India had really meant during unnum- 
bered generations. On the part of the miscreants who 
told the story, there was no penitence, no remorse, 
just chastened and fatalistic regret that their idol 
Bowani had been broken, through their own laxity un- 
doubtedly in observing her sacred religious rites. 
“There were always signs around us,” said one of these 
fanatics, “if we had been wise enough to discern them, 
and religious enough to attend to them.” 


The nature of their superstitious observances may just 
be indicated. For example, every expedition had to 
be opened with a solemn invocation of Bowani. This 
was the formula, given out first by the high priest, 
and then repeated by all present: Great goddess! 
universal.mother! if this our meditated expedition be 
fitting in thy sight, vouchsafe us help, and the signs 
of thy approbation.” Then the omens were watched. 


200 similar unusual happenings foretold disaster. But 
if the auspices were propitious, the party set. ferth. 
They took with them, swathed in cloths, a sacred pick- 
ax, emblem of their goddess, on which the oaths of 
secrecy had been made. It was entrusted to ‘the 
shrewdest, most experienced, and most cautious thug 
present, and carried hidden in his loin cloth. No 
traveling party could be without the sacred pickax, !! 
was a constant thing of solicitude and of reverence, and 
al! manner of omens were associated with it from day 
to day, even from hour to hour. Thus if it chanced 
to fall from the hand of the man who bore it, dismay 
spread through the gang, and the enterprise on hand 
was immediately abandoned. 

Now that the truth was gut and confession freely 
made, regular burying places of the thugs all over In- 
dia were disclosed, and the bones literally of thousands 
of victims discovered. Every member of the caste was 
secured, hundreds were hanged, thousands were trans- 
ported to the penal settlemert of the Andaman Islands, 
over the kali pani or black water which the Hindus 
dread, for to cross it breaks their caste, and ostra- 
cises them forever from the fellowship of their brethren. 
The cult of Bowani was extirpated, root and branch.

MANUFACTURES IN BELGIUM. 


LonG Hours AND Low WAGES FOR 
Born MEN AND WOMEN. 


By a Special Contributor. 


AVING taken up in previous letters the agricultu- 
Ha and mining industries in this country, in other 
words, the production of food for the people, the 
maintenance of muscular force, and food for the fur- 
naces, the maintenance of the steam force for the facto- 
ries, this letter will give some information about the 
principal manufacturing industries in which the muscle 
and coal are used. These industries in which the Ameri- 
can people are more or less interested will be those con- 
sidered. 
In metal works of all kinds about 95,000 people are em- 
ployed in the whole kingdom, nearly 30,000 of whom are

spondingly indigestible. Like the beer, they are very 
cheap, about 1 to 2 cents American apiece. 


A Cheap Luncheon. 


One can get three excellent rolls of wheat flour for 3 
cents, for 3 cents a bottle of light beer, not over 4 per 
cent. alcohol, and for 3 cents a slice of excellent cheese, 
which will be sufficient for a light lunch for three per- 
sons. You have 1 cent left for butter, excellent unsalted 
butter, and for a dime of our money three persons have 
had a nice lunch. 


In making shoes 42,000 persons are employed, and in 
wooden sboes 12,787. Here in Brussels on the strevtts 
many people wear wooden shoes at all ¢imes. The to- 
bacco factories give employment to nearly 10,000 hands. 


Smal! Factories. 


Another feature of Belgian industries is the great num- 
ber of small establishments all over the kingdom. The 
old way of doing things survives here in a remarkable 
degree. Not only bakeries are owned and operated by 
the members of a family who make and sell all of their 
own product direct to consumers, but the same is true 
of tobacco and cigars, shoes, wooden shoes, garments, etc. 
There are almost as many establishments where wooden 
shoes are made as there are employés in that line of in- 
dustry. That is the head of the family with such help 
as his wife and children can give, works at his trade on 
bis own account, in his own house, and disposes of his 
product direct to the users. So it is of gloves, clothing 
of various kinds, and of course of lace.

There are some strange features in connection with 
Belgian industries. Few families here do any baking of 
bread or cakes. There are in the kingdom 15,040 baker- 
les. Most of these are managed by the owners, and al! 
the work done by the family. The women do most of 
It. There are, however, 8412 employés connected with 
this industry. 

They Drink Some There. 


There are no less than 3427 establishments in Belgium 


devoted to the product on of beverages, mostly alcoholic. 


They are mostly breweries, and count one for each 200,- 
000 people, young and.old, rich and poor. Yet more beer 
comes from Germany than is made in Belgium. The 
number of persons employed in this industry amounts 
to 16,555. The wines consumed here come mostly from 
France, next from Germany, and some from all over the 
world wherever wine is made. Eclipse champagne from 
California is advertised in most of the restaurants, and 
costs about the same as in San Francisco and Los Ange- 
les. The bakery and the saloon dispute hotly one with 
the other for place on the streets, and they are numer- 
ous. Good beer sells at 15 centimes, 3 cents_a full quart 
bottle, and the number of brands is only exceeded by 
the almost infinite variety of the cakes sold at the baker- 
jes. These are largely made of sugar, butter, eggs and 


Marmalade, jams or jellies, are very rich and corre-

The front room is the salesroom. There is no big display 
window as with us. Any window does to put a few sam- 
ples on show, with a liule sign telling what is done 
there. There are innumerable little printing offices 
managed in this way, where an old man sets bis own 
type out of a few cases, runs his own press, without 
power, and thus gains a livelihood. 7 

Cheap Printing. 

It would be an excellent object lesson for the ow!s in 
America who sit in dark grottoes, brooding over the 
memories Of the past and hooting at the blazing light 
of modern civilization to see some of these survivals of 
the unfittest industrial methods. I wanted a few visit- 
ing cards the other day, and went into one of these little 
places. The old man was bent with hard work rather 
than age. He was the oink of politeness. His daugh 
ter, a girl of about 18, pretty as a picture and soft of 
manners as a princess, helped him. I picked out a thick, 
well-finished card and gave the “copy” to be printed on 
it, in a pretty face of some “text” style ot type. I asked 
the price for 100. In Los Angeles it would have been 81. 
Here it was 25 cents of our money. The cards scarcely 
cost less than 10 cents, and for all his trouble, he had 15 
cents, less a little ink, a little wear and tear of his plant. 
and a little rent. Did he clear 10 cents for his labor? 
It could scarcely take him less than an hour in all, and 
if he did ten such jobs in the day he had $1 for it all. 
He is a proprietor. He commands its own time. He is 
his own boss, Is he better off for the enjoyment of al! 
these privileges? Is not the employé of a big estab- 
lishment who can earn three times this amount in wages, 
who works fewer hours for it, has no responsibility nor 
anxiety beyond doing his work well, keeping his job 
and drawing down $18 to $20 a week, in better cir- 
cumstances, to say nothing about his opportunity to save 
part of his wages and some day join with others, put in 
a good plant and build up a great business for himself? 
Is not that the history of nearly all the great printing 
houses in America today? Is not this history being re- 
pezted daily in America?

What is true 
of my Anna as I shall describe her is true of her neigh- 
bors, as regards habits and materials used in house- 
keeping. 

I first met Anna some time in December. Sue sat on a 
bare branch in the sunshine, now and then preening her 
lovely feathers and then singing for minutes at a time 
one unmusical invariable note of ¢zp, tap, tzp. Doubtless 
she thought it pleasing to the ear, as Jafteed it is to 
mine, since I have come to love Anna particularly, and I 
am sure it pleases her sweetheart. The note was her 
love call, and so her lover came. He went throukh with 
all the gyrations peculiar to making love in mid-air with 
gentiemen of his kind, and was ‘successful, for the two 
flew off together toward the blue-gum trees. Ina day or 
two, while I was sitting in the garden, I observed Anna 
pecking at the loose fibers of a tiny piece of old cheese 
cloth I had stuck on athorny branch of an orange tree 
on purpose for the birds. She flew into the shrubbery, 
and I laughed softly, thinking of the secret I Would soon 
share with her, provided she had not chosen a nesting 
site too high for me. 

Soon she returned and began pulling strands from the 
litle garden spider's webs in the Monterey Cypress 
hedge. She pulled it strand by strand with the tip of 
her beak, doubling the thread on itself back and forth 
until she bad a transparent little bunch of the gauzy 
stuff. Then she flew straight to the same point in the 
shrubbery. I followed this time and remained still, 


where she disappeared. Suddenly out of her heppy heart | 


I heard her familier tp. tap. tzp.“ and, guided by the 
sound, found her on a twig a foot or more from the 
dainty little platform foundation of her nest. It was in 
the crotch of a one-year-old blue-gum as high as my 
shoulder, in plain sight from the path over which ev- 
eryone traveled to the house from the street. This com- 
mon habit of the hummers ef building near a road or 


path anywhere leads nest hunters to investigate such 
places with confidence. The reason of the bird is not 
understood unless it be a love of plenty of wing room in 
going to and from the nest. Then, too, | have come 
to think personally that litle hamming birds like the 
company of passers-by during the term of ten days in 
which they incubate. 

From that time I watched Anna at her work, learn- 
ing many things. She brought plant down, delicate 
lichens, and ¢ufts from last year’s pampas plumes, always 
within reach of the birds at nesting time. Alternating 
with these materials, she brought the spider web with 
which the whole assortment was bound together by in- 
visible cords. 

When (he nest was about as large as an acorn saucer, 
the little mother bird deposited her two littie oblong 
white eggs in the bottom, on alternate days. These tiny 
pearis were the size of a baked bean in Boston town. 
Then of course commenced the incubation. On dark or 
cold mornings she never left the nest; but when the sun 
shone warm, siraight into the little structure, lightly 
shaded by the moving foliage, she flew away to preen 
herself and to take her meal of lutle insects, or nectar 
in the flowers. Often I san her visit a weed patch, 
where hundreds of little midgets were frolicking on 
invisible wings in a rift of light. She flew through and 
through this mid-air assembly with her beak open, gath- 
ering the tiny creatures by the dozen. 

And right here I must describe the beak of this hum- 
mer to such as do not already know the secret. The 
bill itself is black, straight and slender, nearly an inch 
in length. Within it is the most wonderful tongue ever 
dreamed of. This tongue is twice the length of the 
beak. What does the bird do with it when not in act- 
ual use? Why, she curls it up by means of little mus- 
cles around the back of her tiny skull. And the tongue 
is a double tube. So tiny is it that it seems when I am 


— — 


breakfast; she went on with her nest-building, bringing 
back with her a load of materials each time she left the 
nest, continuing the process until the birdlings were full 
grown, by this means fitting the nest brim and breadth 
to the needs of the hour. A violent storm came on, and 
then she never left her charge, but clung with all her 
might to her treasures, the rain dripping from her tiny 
beak and wing coverts. When the eggs were ten days 
incubated I locked in and saw a couple of black little 
naked grub-like creatures astonishing to behold. They 
were blind, and without strength to so much as turn the 
head. The little mother turned the mouths with her 
own beak to a convenient position for feeding, and, plac- 
ing the tip of her beak down the throats of her darlings, 
nursed them with food already warmed in her own 
breast, as the finches themselves do. Every fifteen min- 
utes they were so fed until a week had passed, when an 
hour or more intervened.

Head Hunters at Home. 


A VISIT TO THE DYAK COUNTRY IN 
THE INTRRIOR OF BORNEO. 


By ‘Alleyne Ireland PF. R. G. . 


Ik home of the Dyak head hunter is in the forests 
T of the interior of Borneo, and in order to observe 
that interesting mortal on his native heath you 
must leave behind railroads and steamers, put yourself 
and your belongings into a native “long boat” and travel 
for days up one of the great rivers which rise in the 
mountains of Central Borneo and find their way into the 
China Sea. 
As a matter of fact, there is very little head hunting 
today, for the whole oi Borneo is under the control of

After some discussion with his followers, Tokong de- 
cided to give the frog’s plan a trial, and so when they at- 
tacked the robbers the next day they took good care to 
carry off the heads with them.

Peculiar Forms of the Villages. 


fa traveling through the Dyak country the. traveler 
is constantly struck by che fact that he sees no isolated 
pouses; in other words, that he sees no villages made 
up of detached house. 

A Dyak village consists of one long house, sometimes 
pearly a querter of a mile long. A gallery runs along 
the whole length in front, and at the back of this the 
giracture is cut off every ten or fifteen feet by partitions, 
which make the one long house into what is practically 
a row of houses. 

This peculiar form of village is the product of the gen- 
eral conditions of life in the Borneo jungle. The forest 
premes right up to the back of the house, and affords 
shelter for any enemy who may be looking for trouble. 
go that the effect of the long house is to place all the 
people under one roof—a very great advantage when at- 
tack is apprehended. . 

The front of the house always faces the river—and 
rivers are practically the only means of communication 
ie the interior of Borneo. As these rivers rise and tall 
very rapidly, on account of the tremendous rains which 
swamp the country during the'wet season, the houses are 
built on piles, which raise them from six to fifteen feet 
above the ground. 

There is no stairway to a Dyak house, ingress and 
egress being effected by means of a log of wood, slightly 
potched at the sides, up which the Dyaks with their na- 
ked feet can easily walk, even when carrying a heavy 
load. | 

The gallery of the Dyak long house is the center of 
e in all its phases. It is the market place, the City 
ball, the council chamber, the meeting-house, the work- 
shop, the loafing bench; it is here that everything takes 
place which concerns the common life of the people. 
The rooms at the back of the gallery are used ogly for 
siseping purposes, except in the case of a few tribes, in 
which the rooms are used also for weaving and other 
domestic industries. 


Dyak Life Full of Curious Customs. 


Dyak life is full of curious customs, rigorously pre- 
scribed for every event of any importance or interest. 
The naming of a chief's son is set about with a most 
peculiar ceremonial.

In the morning all the people assemble in the gallery 
of the long house, and a small fire is lighted under the 
bandie of human skulls which hang ofttside the chief's 
doer” This fire must be produced by tha ‘agcient method 
of friction between tough bamboo and a piece of soft and 
perfectly dry wood. Although matches are now to be 
had in plenty, it would be highly improper to use them 
on this occasion. | 

As soon as the fire is alight ¢he omens must be con- 
sulted. On such an occasion this is done in the follow- 
img Manner: A strip of bamboo is selected and carefully 
bent into a loop. A light is then applied to the loop 
Ad it is allowed to burn through. The omen is judged 
by the comparative length of the two strips Into which 
the loop has parted. If the strips are of q@mactly the

same length, or if they are greatly different in length, 
the omen is bad. The strips should just differ slightly 
in length, and ¢hat is taken as a sign that the name is 
well chosen. 

When it has been determined that the omen is good, 
the father whispers the name of the child to the Day- 
ong, who then proclaims it in a loud voice. 

The omens must now be consulted as to whether the 
child is to have a lucky or an ynlucky life. This is done 
by observimg the color, shape and other characteristics 
Of the liver of a freshly killed pig, every indication hav- 
ing its own particular significance. 

In the evening of the naming day a great feast is held 
in the gallery of che long house; but before the feast 
commences a very curious and, to foreign observers, a 
very disgusting ceremony must be gone through.

All the men present sit in two long rows in the gal- 
lery awaiting the arrival of the women, who have retired 
to deck themselves out in their best things in order to 
play their part in the ceremony. 


Presently the women appear. One marches in front 
with a large bowl of a pungent and horrible mixture, of 
the ingredients of which the less said the better. Then 
follows one with a spoon made from the shell of a cocoa- 
nut, and she is followed in turn by a girl bearing a large 
tray, on which are piled small square lumps of raw pork 
fat. All the women come on in groups like this. They 
then form a line and pass slowly down between the two 


of the mixture and a equare of pork fat; and it is an 
}unbreakable law that, until the last woman has filed 
past, each man must take what is put into his mouth. 

When this awful ordeal has come to an end the men 
are allowed to run down to the river ¢o wash their faces, 
and on their return the real junketing begins. 

A large book might be written on the single topic of 
Dyak social customs, and, indeed, several already exist. 
The reader who wishes to know more of the Dyaks 
should read Mr. William Henry Furness’s work, “The 
Home Life of the Borneo Head Hunters.” 

I spent several months in Sarawak. and saw a good 
deal of the Dyaks. I found them a pleasant, kindly peo- 
ple, full of curious superstitions, but hospitable to 
strangers, and, on the whole, peaceably inclined. 

Ap occasional case of bead hunting occurs in the inte- 
rior of che country, but as a national custom it bas died 
out under the influence of a just but firm governmeat, 
which has declared hunting to be against the law. 

In a future article in this series I shall give some ac- 
count of the government of Sarawak and of the roman- 
tie circumstances under which an English gentieman has 
come to be King, or Raja, as the local term is, over a 
‘territory in Borneo, of an area about equal to that of 


England.

The Tramp in California. 


THE CREAM OF THE FRATERNITY 
SEEK THIS FAVORED CLIME.

Te tramp, like the tourist, is attracted here by our 


glorious climate. 

As the tourist in the luxurious Pullman car glides 
swiftly down the slopes of the Rocky Mountains into 
the land of everlasting summer, he notices campfires 
glimmering and twinkling along the sides of the rail- 
road track. Perhaps, in his eastern ignorance, he 
thinks they are the campfires of Apaches Shoshones. 
If so, his ignorance is enlightened by the conductor, 
who informs him, in a tone of lofty contempt, that che 
campers are not Indians but only tramps. 


These fires are made by our old friend, Weary 
Willie, who is cooking a hobo stew. A hobo stew 
consists of a chicken, procured about the hour of mid- 
night, and vegetables of various kinds. The vegeta- 
bles are probably obtained from some Chinaman's 
vegetable garden and without the formality of the 
Chinaman’s consent. This, with a loaf of bread 
“bummed from the baker,” and a can of coffee. form 
his frugal repast, and afterward, with a feeling of con- 
scious rectitude, he lights his pipe, the tabacco for 
which is obtained by the operation known as “shooting 
snipes.” Snipes are cigar butts. Weary Wille care- 
fully picks them up from the sidewalk, and thus his 
oipe will often give forth the flavor of the finest 
Havanas. 

Perhaps on the very same train carrying the tourist 
may also be thg tramp, perched on the roof or hanging 
on the rods or seated on the blind baggage car or the 
cowcatcher. The ‘tramp prefers passenger trains to 
freight trains. On the latter he is chased after by 
the brakemen, who are anxious to make him pay his 
way, not for the benefit of the railroad company, but 
Brakemen have been 
known to make more money this way, in a month, than 
their regular salary would amount to: Tramps have 
a tradition that there was once a big, beautiful brake- 
man who haughtily refused to take bribes; but he died. 

It may be said that no money is obtained in this 
way from che professional tramp, who objects on prin- 
ciple to paying for anything. Workmen out of a job 
but with a few dollars in their pockets are generally 
the kind who pay for a ride in a box car. They are 
called “gay cats” by the regular tramps, and this pay-

is the more gay of the two. He takes a cheerful view 
of life and does not believe in worrying any more than 
in working. The men who do not pay for a ride call 


themselves the “wise ones,“ and their wisdom consists 


rows of men.

amount of physical exertion. 
The wise ones do not believe in carrying a roll of 
blankets. It leoks too much like hard work and it is 


difficult to beat their way on a train with a big bundle. 


The carrying of bundles is another cause for dislike 
toward the gay cats. 

It does not follow. though. that all men on the road 
who carry blankets are looking for work. Thére is a 
certain clas of tramps who carry blankets and never 
beat a train; but they are heartily despised by the rest 
of the fraternity. They are mostly old men, ¢hough 
there are some young men among them, who wander 
through the ccuntry the year round, making their bed 
at night in a barn or under a tree. These pedestrians 
usually revolve around some large town where the far- 
mers are thickly set¢led, returning again and again to 
the same place. One lady assured the writer that one 
old man had called regularly at her home for a meal, 
every summer, for the last twenty years. His tale of 
woe is that he is just recovering from an attack of 
rheumatism and so, for the time being, stands excused 
from hard labor. His tale is always the same and he 
is evidently under the blissful delusion that the lady 
has forgotten him during the intervening welve 
months. She has never attempted to dissipate this 
delusion. It might spoil his appetite which, for a 
chronic invalid is excellent. 


These old men will stay in the same district around 
a large town for years, and seldom leave ‘it. 
have learned to know the good places, and besides, ia 
the Western States, the distances between the big 
towns is too great. There are two such centers in Cal- 
ifornia, one around San Francisco, the other around 
Los Angeles. The deserts and the thinly-populated 
country in between form an insurmountable barrier to 
these old men who do not aspire to riding on ‘a train. It 
is very different with the active young fellows, who think 
nothing of jumping from California to St. Louis in 
two weeks, to see the St. Louis Fair, and who will 
make another jump to New York in a week, From San 
Francisco to Los Angeles will take them only three 
days, unless on the way they are forced to pay a visit 
to the county jail, and partake of hospitality at the 
expense of the county. ; 

It is only in the United States that the tramp habitu- 
ally travels on trains. The other countries’ laws are 
stricter. In Canada, also, such traveling is sometimes 
done, but nearly always by tramps from this country, 
for the native Canadians are not yet inetructed in the 
gentle art of siealing a ride. They are provincial and 
behind the times, and have an old-fashioned notion 
that, if a man cannot pay for a ride, he ought to walk, 
or stay at home. 4 


At some of the stations on the Canadian Pacific they 
have mounted policemen to stop this stealing of rides, 
but ¢hese seldom accomplish much. The man stealing a 
ride generaly does it at night and keeps himself con- 
cealed in the ditch or behind a woodpile or some build- 
ing until the train begins moving. Then there fs a 
hasty rush and a wild grasping of rods or side ladders. 
Once on, he is safe; it would not pay to stop the train 
to put him off, and the horse of the mounted policeman 
only helps him to ride alongside of the train and ex- 
change compliments with the tramp until the superior 
speed of the train carries the latter out of hearing. 

In England the beating of ¢rains is practically un- 
known, and the punishment is six months. In Ger- 
many it is a penitentiary offense, and there is no say- 
img what they would do to a man in Russia who tried 
to beat his way. They might regard him as a danger- 
ous lunatic who might have designs on the life of the 
Czar and exile him to Siberia. 


The problem of the tramp is tougher than the tramp 
himself. The public in the United States do not be- 
lieve in meting out a severe punishment to him. His 
crime is not that he has done something but that he 
has done nothing. He can manage to put up with the 
discomforts of life in jail, so long as there is no rock 
@ile attached. The rock pile is certainly the best‘ method 


so far devised for getting rid of the tramp. He dis- 


likes work with pay, but work without pay is a subject 
on which his lancuage is unfit for publication. 


if it were not for the climate, less would be seen of 
the tramp in California. Here he can sleep ou the 
whole year. Back East, in the winter months, he is 
often obliged to seek a jail for shelter at night, and 
here he comes in contact with a class of men with 
whom he ¢onsiders it bad form to associate. Many 
tramps come ovt to Californja, every winter, just to 
avoid the rigors of the eastern climate. In the summer, 
when there is plenty of work here, they return East, 
and leave the sorrowing Californians to get along as 
best they can without them.

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Superstition Mountains. 


Fun Story or Mysriryinc Peaks 
ON COLORADO DESERT. 


By a Special Contributor. $ 


HE weirdest, wildest, strangest and most mystify- 
ing mountains in the Wert have “looked pleasant” 
and had their pictures taken, for the first time in 
the many centuries of their existence. They have also 
just been explored and, for the first time, the real story 
of che unique piles is about to be related. 

A little more than a year ago, when the writer was 
traversing the southwestern portion of the Colorado 
desert, he saw rising out of the plain, on the western 
side of the desert, a little chain of peaks, whith in 
the distance blended and presented the appearance of a 
long, low-lying solitary mountain. When he asked one 


ot the desert dwellers the name of the eminence he 


was told that it was “Superstition Mountains.” 

The name at once suggested that there was a story 
connected with the peaks, but three days of patient 
inquiry failed to elicit any information regarding the 


day previous to the one when we reached the peaks, 
the mountains looked very near. We thought we 
might reach them early in the day, but the longer we 
traveled toward them the further away they appeared, 
till about the middle of the afternoon, when they 
seemed very near again. They continued to draw near 
until near sundown, when they again receded. The 
march toward them was continued long after dark, with 
their dim outlines and the stars for guides, and when 
night camp was finally made because the clumps of 
greasewood had become so small that it was feared that 
beyond would not be found aught to which we could 
tie our burro, the mountains seemed as far away as ever. 
The same peculiar impressions prevailed in leaving 
the mountains. Some of the time they appeared to be 
following us, again they would retreat to the distant 
portion of the plain.

The noon sun changes these 
lines, giving a very different appearance to the range.

There are other reasons for the superstition of the 
Indians. While in the mountains we frequently hear 
explosive noises, muffled and low, as though someone 
around in some secluded cafion of the mountain were 
firing guns. The character of the hills is volcanic.

In the last ten years, they will 
tell you, the face of much of it has entirely altered. 
It is @d8sible co go down street after street and see 
the stores kept by foreigners outnumbering those kept 
by the home-born, and whole rows of houses have not 
an Englishman in them. Polish Jews, Russian Jews, 
Armenians and Bohemians are often the only faces 
to be seen in a crowded car. In some of the schools 
of the East End, where ten years ago there was but a 
sprinkling of foreign children, they now predominate, 
and but a sprinkling of English are to be seen. Then 
there are factories which employ none but Jews, and 
there are sweat shops in the same quarter beside 
which the sweat shops of New York and Chicago may 
be regarded as princely. Such things as these strike 
an American as a result of a wrong system of politieal 
economs—a piiy, that is all; but they do not toucn 
his feelings like the sight of woe-begone men, women 
and children standing in line at the doors of some char- 
table institution for their bowl of soup and slice of 
bread, all that there will be to keep the lamp of life 
burning for a whole day. And going home at night, 
if a man ever has to walk on the embankment, on the 
bridges which cross the Thames, by the park railings, 
under the long avenues of trees here and there, he wil! 
see the figures of gaunt men and women flitting in the 
half light like specters. Some will beg from him, 
others will let him pass by unmolested, but wherever 
he goes, he will meet the awful poverty, until he is 
driven to take a cab home to avoid it all. That is 
London now, and the winter season has not half gone. 


As usual the Salvation Army is doipg a good work. 
Without it, where i¢ most needed, in London, thousands 
more would be in jail, and tens of thousands worse off. 
In a vast multitude of cases it has furnished a Me- 
boat escape from the stormy sea of trouble where the 
hopeless sink at last from starvation. Col. Laurie of 
the Salvation Army's city colony, in the Whitecha vel 
Road, has done a great deal, to make the poverty of 
his district known. There, as in other districts, the 
army has an immense soup kitchen where dock la- 
borers and others out of work can get a pint of soup 
and a big slice of bread for one cent, between the 
hours of 6 and 10:30. For the benefit of their fam- 
flies the depot is cpen again from 11 a.m. until 2 pm. 
when a quart of soup is supplied for one cent. This 
accommodation is for those who have got past the 
self-supporting stage, but can still, by some odd scraps 
of work, find one or two cents per day for fogd It is 
unnecesary to say that, if there is no cent to pay for it, 
there yet will be the soup supplied. But when this is 
so, the army's agent investigates the case and acts 
accordingly. ~* 


And this is London—London where there is so much 


wealth, and so little general welfare. Contarsé this 


state of things with that prevailing in our favored 
land, and thanks must be felt that our workingmen 
have not been gulled with the Siren cry of free trade 
in either merchandise, or living men and women. The 
Republican party has built this bulwark. It has taught 
our people that the good of the individual is the good 
of the community. Some day they will learn that in 
England, and when they do, the awful poverty of Lon- 
don will be checked. In the meantime, it is a good 
Object-lesson for us to see what we have been saved 
from.

MEDIEVAL RELIGIOUS WARS. 

On both sides of the great controversy which took 
such fearful shape in the middle of the seventeenth 
century, but especially on the Protestant side, the 
minds of mea were devoted, not to seeking that peace 
which was bresthed upon the world by the New Testa- 
ment, but to finding warrant for war—and especially 
the methods of the chosen people in waging war against 
unbelievers—in the Old Testament. Did any legislator 
or profesor of law yield to feelings of humanity, he was 
sure to meet with protests based upon authority of Holy 
Scripture. Plunder and pillage were supported by ref- 
erence to the divinely approved “spoiling of the Egyp- 
tians“ by the Israelites. The right to masascre un- 
resisting enemies was based upon the command of the 
Almighty to the Jews in the twentieth chapter of 
Deuteronomy. The indiscriminate slaughter of whole 
populations was justified by a reference to the divine 
command to slaughter the nations round about Israel. 
Torture and mutilation of enemies was sanctioned by 
the conduct of Samuel against Agag, of King David 
against the Philistines, of the men of Judah against 
Adonibezek. Even the slaughter of babes in arms was 
supported by a pasage from the Psalms, “Happy shall 
he be that taketh and dasheth thy little ones againa 
the stones.” Treachery and assassination were sup- 
ported by a reference to the divinely approved Phine- 
has, Ehud, Judith and Jael; murdering the ministers 
of unapproved religions by Elijah’s slaughter of the

considerable engineering work in lands not availabie 
for tillage a total of about four thousand million caa 
be supported in tolerable comfort. 

The question arises as to the additional food-giving 
capacity of the earth which may be won by means of 
engineering and other scientific work, as in irrigating 
arid fields or draining those which are excessively 
watered, or by improving the methods of fertilizin 
soils now id vee. 


It is impossible, wiih ¢he present lack of information, 
to determine accurately how extensive is the field 
which may be won to tillage by the work of the en- 
gineer; this winning from the excessively arid lands 
will be done by irrigation, and from the morasses, the 
fresh-water swamps and the marine marshes by drain- 
age. In Europe the larger pant of the land thus win- 
nable has long been brought to use; it is not likely 
that an increase of 10 per cent. in the food-giving ca- 
pacity of its soils can, by any known means, be real- 
ized. In the less developed continents the gain is likely 
to be much greater. 


Thus within the limis of the United States the 
writer has estimated that the fields improvable by 
drainage in the manner already applied in Holland 
would add to the tillable ground of the country an area 
somewhat exceeding 100,000 square miles 
with a food-giving value about four times that of the 
State of Iliinois, wherein the soil would be far more 
enduring than that-of any upland district. The com- 
plementary process, that of! irrigation, promises to af- 
ford vet larger gains, including the area of the South 
and che Middle West, where the system would greatly 
increase the food-giving value of the soil; we may 
reckon the possible enlargement from it would be even 
greater than that afforded by a complete drainage of 
the morasses. Taking the continent of North America 
as a whole, it seems probable that the existing capacity 
of lid soils for feeding men may be doubled by the work 
of the engineer through his skill in watering and un- 
watering its deserts and morasses. 


On the other continents the opportunities for win- 
ning good land from arid deserts are probably less 
than in North America, yet the possible gain is such 
that we may reckon that when his great work is done 
the engineer will have recovered land enough to feed 
the existing population of the earth. In Africa there 
is the magnificent problem of che Nile, a river which 
wastes to the sea in its annual floods water enough to 
fertilize tenfold the desert that it now makes fertile. 
There is the valley of the Twin Rivers of Asia, where 
a realm once fertile has become a waste by the loss 
of its irrigation works. There are in all the great 
lands vast areas of lakes, swamps and marshes awaiting 
the skillful labor which has won Holland from the sea. 
The largest opportunity of profit is in such brave com- 
bats with the incomplete work of nature. 

The problem of how we are to mair¢ain the fertility 
of the soil when the earth is taxed by a population 
thrice as great as it now supports depends uon our 


‘ability to restrain the excessive rapidity with which 


tilled solls pass to the sea and our ability to restore 
io the land the materials which the cultivated plants 
remove. We shall find that both these needs are fairly 
to be met by the resources of modern science; the fire 
by a proper control of the movements of water from 
where it falls upon the land to its station in the ecean, 
and the eecond by a resort to the ocean and under the 
earth for the materials to renew the fertility of the 
round when it is exhausted by cropping. There is 
much to do in order to make the earth fit ¢o bear the 
life to come, but there is every reason to believe that 
our science is ready for the task and that within two 
centuries of peaceful endeavor we may prepare the

CoMFORTABLE Hours ror Prope 
oF REFINED Tasrx.

HE small house is just beginning to receive the at- 
T tention it deserves. Not the workingman’s smal! 
house; that has been planned and written about for 
many years. We have had the workirgman’s house iso- 
jated, in grovps and in whole towns. The experiment 
bas been cried in all iis phases, and it must be admitted 
sadly, usually without success. The houses themselves, 
whether isolated or in groups, have been well planned 
and well built. The failure has noi come through care- 
jess or inadequate planning, has not been the fault of 
architect or builder, but of the occupant. The houses 
dave been too far in advance of che demands of the 
workingmen and their families, and their care has 
geeméd a hindrance rather than a help. Of course, on 
the whole, good has come from the experiments in a cer- 
tain measure of education in comfortable and sanitary 
ring The “model” house for workingmen wil] be 
generally built only when the workingme appreciate 
and demand its conveniences, when it becomes a pleas- 
ure rather chan a care; and this will be only after there 
have been many such structures: sacrificed to opening the 
eyes to what is possible and right. At present, much 
such building ie missionary in character. 

The small house which now is receiving well-merited 
but delayed attention, is that designed for people accus- 
fomed to refined and comfortable livirg, but who either 
canaot or do not wish to live under the burden imposed 
by a larger structure. The great nümber of flats and 
apariment houses in the larger cities testify to the grow- 

“tng disinclination to live in large houses. dt few people 
are satisfied to live long in this way.

To spend the best part of one's life caring for su- 
perfluous “goods” seems one form of mental unsound- 
ness. There is no greater dignity than in a simplicity 
which carries with it beauty. 


Again, there are small families of two or three people

They need and can afford only a sma}! house, but % must 
contain all the essentials of comfort and dignity found 
in the larger and mcre elaborate structure. Beauty to 
bim of true culture need not be a matter of large outlay. 
Kt need cost far less than ostentatious ugiiness. To be 
sure there is a certain beauty which is costly, as the dia- 
mond and pearl are costly, but there is also a beauty 
that satisfies which results from the skillful use of rela- 
tively inexpensive materials by one with a love for good 
form, true proportions and harmonious coloring. It, of 
course, takes more thought and a keener artistic sense 
to attain euch beauty than that of greater ostentation. 

It is possible ¢o obtain such service in planning the 
tmall house. The writer recalls several which have been 
built recently for people whose children have married 
end who no longer wish the care of the old cumbersome 
home; several for young married people of small means: 
one for two sisters, elderly and unmarried; two for wid-

Because a house is small is no reason why the sense of 
Spaciousnhess and repose on either outside or inside 
Should be lost.

It is a fatal mistake to try 
to bulld such a house—small and inexpensive as it is—

Usually have in their offices young men, well schooled in 
this country and abroad, who can execute such work 
Well, especially under the supervision of the older man. 
The, there are always young men who have just gone 
“In business for themselves” who have both time and 
skill to give to the smaller commissions. Such are to 
be found in every considerable city. 

The keynote to the small house is the living-room. 
Such houses are usually built for two or three people of 
similar tastes and approximately the same age. This 
condition makes possible the comfortable use of one large 
living-room, rather than two very small ones. Such a 
room gives the note of spaciousness and repose to what 
might else seem a cramped and confined dwelling.

pelled the idea of the dining alcove being cramped. It 
could be either a part of the living-room or an indepen- 
‘ent space. A wee staircase hall and a small kitchen 
‘ompleted the first floor. On the second were three bed- 
rooms and a bath. 

In general, these are the number and character 
of rooms comprised in such a house as we are 
describing. It is curious how many different plans 
may be made with ¢his combination, olans which 
vary with the disposition of the rooms them- 
selves, and with their relation one to the other. A 
very charming house of this type had the small entrance 
and staircase hall in ¢he center. To the right was the 
living-room, 16x24 feet, running the full length of the 
wee house. This gave windows on three sides of the 
room. On the fourth was an ample mantel and fireplace. 
To the left of the hall was the dining-room 16 by 14 feet, 
and back of it the kitchen, 14x12 fea. Back of the stair- 
Way were the pantries and cellar entrance. It would be 
dificult to find a more charming room than this living- 
room, ample in size, simple in detail. The peculiar 
charm was due in large measure to the windows on three 
sides, a feature not possible in any but a small house. 
excepe at the expense of a separate wing. The floors 
were of quarter-saved yellow pine, which takes a beau- 
tiful color with age, and polishes weil. The doors and 
casings were of stained white wood or poplar, in this 
case a dull green, which was carried out in the more 
delicate shadings of the mantel tiles. 

A feature of the second floar was an enclosed 
porch e¢ the back of the house over the living-room. 
The space over the front part of this room was 
used as a dreseing-room, while that over the rear was 
occupied, as said, by an inclosed porch used as a bed- 
room. The two exposed Sides were in losed wish the 
heavy exterior Venetian blinds so well known, which 
can be set to exclude the view from the outside and ad- 
mit the air, and also, if desired, keep out bath rain and 
snow. The occupants of this house—which was built 
far enough north (o give severe winters—slept here dur- 
ing the entire year. With the ampie and comfortable 
dressing-room adjoining, there was none of the discom- 
fort attending much out-of-door sleeping. There were 
two other bedrooms and a simple but ample bathroom on 
che second floor. 

The decoration of this house is unique in that but one 
color in many tints was used through both inside and 
outside. Each room was treated in some shade of green. 
Variation was secured through the tire of green used and 
as well through the color combined with it in the various 
rooms. It was a daring thing to do, but successful be- 
cause it was skillfully done by one with undoubted artis- 
tie sense. Beyond question it is the most restful as well 
as one of the most dignified houses recently built. No 
exception is made to any house of whatever size or 
wherever. cost. 

Space permits just a word in regard to the exterior 
of the small house. One thing must be sought above 
all others: the idea of apparent size and repose. The 
house must be made to look as large as possible. This 
can be done through the preservacion of wide spaces be- 
tween windows and doors. In other words, avoid such 
features as bay windows, gables and projections of all 
kinds. Instead of filling the house with “features, 
which accentuate its small size, make it one broad, sim- 
ple feature in itself. Make of k a unit which the eye 
takes in at a glance, and place on it the least possible 
decoration of any kind. EDWARD SWITZER.

Indian Cookery. 


Foops OF THE ABORIGINES AND 
How Tur WERE PREPARED. 


By a Special Contributor, 
HE overtlowing cornucopia used to symbolize the 
capacity of abundance in fhe Golden State war al- 
most—equaily appropriate for primitive man; and, 
too, everything came forth of its own free wil). Man's 
share in the plan was the trick of knowing the coming 
and duration of the scasons. For him nature's commis- 
sary horn poured out meats of elk, moose, deer, anteiope, 
wild sheep, grouse, pheasant, duck, goose, and of fish 
that he had the means of catching by the score, besides 
other river and sea fowls. Of berries, grains, nuts and 
roots there was no limit in quantity. and in variety there 
were seventy-three known kinds of vegetable foods in 
California alone. 

To keep track of these harvests, and to get the best 
out of. them ali, he divided the year into periods; and 
if we read from the winter solstice, his calendar reck- 
oned two months for the time of cold, using his phrase, 
two for the time of rain and, more particularly in the 
north, two for the first grass, and for the spring freshet; 
May and June to dig roots; June to September for sal- 
mon fishing; August and September for fruit; September 
and October for. buibs; October and November for acorns 
and nuts; November and December for bear and other 
hunting. : 

The coming of many of the crops he hailed by a regu- 
larly-observed dance. Prominent among these functions, 
especially with Californians, was the dance of the “Big 
Eat,” which took place when the acorn was ready for 
‘gathering. They also held one called the dance of the 
First Grass—after the fall rains; another for the Second 
Grass, in the spring. They saluted the salmon run by 
an official dauce, with the first catch offered to the gods 
to insure good luck. When clover came into prime, 
when manzanita fruits and giant cactus pears ripened, 
and when pine nuts were feady for husking, they danced. 
In fact, judging by the number of these thanksgiving fes- 
tivals, the primitive resident of the Pacific Slope @os- 
sessed a happy. grateful heart. 

But dances and an easily-solved economie problem did 
not make life a contmuous picnic, at least not for Mrs. 
Indian. With fresh meats to jerk, seeds to collect, fruits 
to dry, nuts to husk, licorice, cat-tall and sweet-fern 
roots to pull up, rush roots to roast and pound (to sep- 
arate the pulo from the central tough ligament,) rabbits 
to smoke, etc., her household machinery moved along 
with considerable drudging routine. : 

Her kitchen furniture was a three-plece set—an obsid- 
lan knife, a grinding stone and a basket. The grind- 
ing stone filled the two-fold service of flour mill and 
sausage machine, according to the tribe, and it differed 
in shape, the square, slightly hollowed metate for corn, 
ete. of the south, the bowl worn deep by the seed-crush- 
ing pestie, and the flatiish-top stone and mallet for pow- 
fering meat of che north. 

The story of the basket is ancient history, now; and 
tbe recipes of the Indian housewife's cookbook were ver- 
dal formulas handed down from forebears. A short 
Freuchifled menu of national dishes would read some- 
thing like this: 

Camass ani manzanita soup; sasketoom, quako; pem- 
mican; mescal roast; wappatoo, wocus, sowete, shanat- 
whee; culwhaymo; pitahayo and yucca dates; hazienuts; 
mescal wines; oak mistletoe tobacco. 

This list of viands applies to the Coast Indians col- 
lectively; furthermore, several of the numbers have 
passed away, by way of the white man’s title to occupy 
iand which once was the Indian's field and hunting 
ground; or else because the reservation, with its ration- 
day hamper of meat. flour and coffee, has relieved him 
of the desire or the necessity to evolve the home product. 
Other foods, such as mescal, wocus, camass, pifion nuts 
and acorns, are still staple and fancy groceries in the 
red man's provision pantry—when he can get them. A 
few of the dishes were easily prepared; many required 
sturdy labor and pu‘tering time of Mrs. Indian. 

Of course, in a big hunt of moose, elk or other impor- 
tant game, Mr. Indian shouldered the labor of the kill- 
ing, likewise the honors; but it was his wife who skinned 
the carcass, sliced the meat into strips( hacking it off 
with an obsidian knife,) hung the pieces to dry. and 
watched till they were cured, then ground them to pow- 
der on her two-stone sausage machine. 

She packed this powder in sacks of skin (untanned 
and the hair left on,) then goured melted fat in and 
mixed the ingredients; and she now had an article called 
pemmican, the stand-by of the Indian and the fur trader 
and other early whites in the north. It was made of sev- 
eral meats, also of salmon; and sometimes dried berries 
were mixed with the mea. 

The favorite mode of cooking fresh meat was the 
smothered heap, or steam roast. This was a big hole 
in the ground, a bonfire in it, the glowing coals covered 
with stones and thick'y smothered under pine boughs, 
and when heated through, covered with a layer of mead 
cut in thin etrips, over this other layers of pine and of 
meat; and so on; the pack ending with boughs. Water 
was poured on and four or five inches of earth thrown 
over the whole: when the meat was allowed to cook sev- 
eral hours. When taken ont, it was sweet and tender, 
and if prepared by cleanly hands, was a delicacy fit for 
the palate of any race. 

In the Southwest the pit roast was (and is yet) com- 
posed of large, pulpy leaves of the maguey (mah-gay- 
yah, my Mexican friend Lucia pronounces it.) a variety 
of century plant, though more commonly known as mes- 
cal plant. Roast mescal is a very nutritious food: it 
will keep in good condition for six months, and is highly 
valued by the Apaches and other families of the desert 
country. 

The roast is made of the solid part of the yucca, also. 
In cooking the roast, the bed of coals and stones is com 


out ward, and over this is a layer of wet grass and on- 
other of leaves, and so on, in alternate layers, ending 
‘with grass and a lid of earth. * 

| What the meseal plant is to the Southern tribes. the 
camass bulb is to some of che Northern familics; and in 
bygone times was a profitable article of exchange. It 
grows as far south as Central California, but prefers the 
, Umatilla country. When cooked it makes a sweet. 
starchy and sustaining food; but unless peppared by the 
Indian's own peculiar recipe it is not palatable; and, as 
is the case with mescal, the taste for it, on the pari of 
the paleface,“ must be cultivated. 

A “camass bake” used to mean a great jollificetion of 
say, two suns and one sleep or more. For cooking the 
roast, the pil of glowing coals and hot stones was cov- 
ered with maple boughs, then with leaves of skunk 
cabbage, over which was spread thin bark. On this floor 
were placed the baskets of camass, many bushels, and 
in the cracks between baskets were stuffed more bulbs 
and pine moss, mixed. The oven lid was bark, leaves, 


| boughs, three inches of sand and 4 roaring fire. 


By this process they obtained very good flour from the 
bulbs in the baskets. The bulbs and moss became a 
dark, solid mass, a splendid sweet ¢affy for little Indians. 
Camass bulbs, when boiled with sunflower seeds and sal 
mon heads, were called sowete Pasheco was cakes 
made of thick-Loiled camass: and the same dish, thinned 
down with water, made syrup. 

The root of the thistle, the first year’s growth, which 
was white, starchy and parsnip-shaped, was cooked with 
the camass bake, in the same way. The roasting 
changed it to a sweet, purple glucose called shanatwhee. 
The blue Iupine’s root, two or three feet long and an inch 
thick, was another choice vegetable, which they desig- 
pated as culwhaymo; and roasted it in ashes as they did 
the wappatoo. 

Wappetoo: To old Oregonians this word is synony- 
mous with spuds of today. It was the Indian's name for 
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meat and thin brown husk-—and was not that the 
ine, original article! 
The berry vaich of the Pacific, before ie 
fruits brushed back wild things and esta 
vaied wonders, must have yielded to the Indian on 
vest of thousands of tons. Of the forty or 
berrios and fruits, six were pronounced foods — 
they were almoré as valuable to bim as cop OF ine 
are to the white man. The service berry,

The salmon powder was packed in skin sacks, or in 
grass baskets lined with fish skin, the top covered with 
fish skin-and tightly corded; and when stored in earth 
caches, this would keep in good condition for three or 
four years. 

Klamath Lakes was (and is) the objective point for 
another journey for food; and Indians from both States 
went there regularly to gather wocus, the seeds of a 
pond lily growing in the marshy borders. These seeds, 
when parched and ground, made “skookum” bread. 

The breadstuffs in California made a large showing, 
and the housewife, with her metate or cuplike stone 
bowl. her oven of a hole in the sand and a fire over the 
dough, or a mud-lined hollow in earth, turned out many 
dishes. She made assorted crackers of chias and com-

9 CALLED BY AN OLD CHUM. 


[New York Sun:] Capt. H. Lacy, editor of the Wet 
Mountain Tribune, of Westcliff, Col., was in Macon, Mo., 
last week for the first time since he ran through there 
in 1864 as a postal clerk on the pony express, as the 
Hannibal and St. Joe mail train was then known, because’ 
it connected with che real pony express at the latter 
town. 

Capt. Lacy was born in Hannibal in 1839, and was a 
playmate and later a fellow orinter of Samuel L. Clem- 
ens, though a few years younger. Like most of Mark 
Twain's early chums, Capt. Lacy never saw the slightest 
indication of coming greatness in his friend. 

“The worst trouble about Sam when he was a boy,” 
said Cast. Lacy, “was his laziness. He was a dreadful 
shirker. 

“When the war came on and everybody was taking 
sides he joined Maj. Thomas A. Harris's Confederate 
regiment, and was in a little fight at Florida, Monroe 
county, with Col. U. 8. Grant's command. Harris was 
licked and Sam came home. He said he believed the 
Confeds were wrong because the other fellows were the 
strongest. 

“The first thing that called my attention to Sam as : 
writer while out West was bis yarn about Jim Wolf's 
tomcat, which was published in a San Francisco paper.

KIT CARSON AS DISPATCH BEARER. 


There was needed a messenger to the government at 
Washington. Who better could serve at this than this 
iron-framed little rider, Kit Carson? He started on Sep- 
tember 15, 1846, and had won across the Rocky Moun- 
tains when he met Gen. Kearney’s column, and was or- 
dered to return to California. In this return the Kear- 
ney column was assailed by the California Mexieana, 
stern fighters themselves, who pushed Kearney’s forces 
into a desperate situation. The beleaguered troops 
needed a messenger out to San Diego. Kit Carson and 
Lieut. Beale of the navy undertook the task. The hard- 
ships of the march wretked the mind and body of Beale, 
who was an invalid for two years thereafter. It was 
nothing to Kit Carson. In March, 1347, he was started 
once more as a dispatch bearer to Washington. This 
time he met the Indians on the Gila, fought them, got 
through, crossed New Mexico, descended the Arkansas 
River, and in the month of June arrived at Washing- 
ton, after having made 4000 miles in three months’ time. 
The journey requires little more than three days now; 
but we do not make it horseback. 


At Washington, as some sort of reward for his ser- 
vices, Carson was appointed lieutenant of the rifle corps 
of the United States army. His commission, however, 
was never ratified, though this he did not learn until 
some months later. He was sent back to California 
with dispatches. He crossed the Missouri River, fought 
the Comanches at the oint of Rocks, got through them, 
passed the Rockies, and had won as far through es the 
Virgin River before he met his next Indian fight. He 
and fifteen companions here stood off 300 Indians. Im 
time he reached Monterey, and later, simply to keep 
himself in practice, took service against the Mexicans 
on the border for a time. 


There was no man of all those known to the army offi- 
cers who had the resources or was so well qualified-as a 
dispatch rider as Kit Carson. He was sent back once 
more to Washington, in the spring of 1848. The physi- 
cal frame of any other man except himself had been by 
these journeyings too far racked to enable him to make 
this long and hazardous trip. The souls of most men 
would have failed them long ere this. Yet this hardy, 
tough little man, just big enough for steady riding, 
cheerfully undertook this third journey across a conti- 
nent as dispatch bearer.—[{Emerson Hough, tn Outine.

ASSERTED ro Have CHANGED THE 
DESTINIES OF FRANCE. 


Paris Letter to New York Sun. 


N the very scarce memoirs of an officer. of the house- 

hold troops—Les Gardes Francaises—of Louis XVI, 

there is told the story of a gin which, as the Duke 
de Cholseul said, “changed the destinies of France.” 
It should be remembered that the allusion to Mme. 
Du Barry in the narrative, of which only a very veiled 
summary is given, exhibits the strong prejudice against 
her by almost all writers of the eighteenth century. 

In her early career Mme. de Maintenon was closely 
associated with the famous Ninon de l’Enclos. This 
intimacy was continued even after the secret marriage 
of the former with Louis XIV, when she became intoler- 
ant of any deviction from strict morality. 

It was just previous to Mme. de Montespan’s decline 
in favor that the Abbé Goeblin, confessor of De Main- 
tenon, presented her with a pincushion. On a certain 
day, soon after, when the latter was calling upon 
Ninon, this dropped from her pocket. Ad the very 
moment Ninon was inserting into a ribbon about her 


neck a pin of such odd design that once seen it could 


never be forgoiten, What would be more piquant than 
to transfer this pin, with its suggestions, to the pin- 
cushion of the now conventional De Maintenon, by the 
most famous courtesan of the world? The transfer 
was made and De aintenon carried off with her a 
jewel that was destined to olay an important part in 
many dramatic events, according to the narrative to 
which I have referred. 

Shortly after. on a warm summer's day, De Monte- 
span and De Maintenon were walking in the park at 
Versailles with Louis XIV. To fasten a gauze scarf 
Montespan asked the loan of a pin, and catching sight of 
the one given by Ninon, in the fichu of her destined 
successor, she took it, but seized with jealousy of De 
Maintenon, she threw the pin away in anger. The 
King picked ii up and placed it carefully in his jewel 
box. There it remained until James II, the dethroned 
King of England, with his Queen and the Princess of 
Wales, came az fugitives to Saint Germain.

When Louls XIV was about to set out to greet the 
exiles and make them welcome, De Maintenon, who 
looked upon this as the most interesting episode in the 
life of her unacknowledged husband, desired te add to 
the clasp of diamonds ornamenting his hat a bunch of 
white plumes tied with a ribbon upon which she had em- 
broidered a device. To fasten this a coin was needed. 
whereupon the King ordered his valet de chambre to 
go to his jewel box and bring the one which recalled 
the imcident in the garden of Versailics. At the con- 
clusion ef the ceremonies attending (he reception of 
James II and his family, the pin was returned to the 
cabinet of Louis XIV, where it remained undisturbed 
until near the close of the reign of Louis XV. who had 
inherited k along with all else belonging to his grand- 
father. 

One day after dinner, weary of monotonous asso- 
elation with Louis XV—so the story goes—Mme. e 
Barry, for diversion, opened the private cabinet where 
he kept his inheritance of precious objects, importart 
papers, miniatures and jewels. These were tossed over. 
against the protests of the King, who, unable to check 
the pillage. resigned himself to the devasiation of al) he 
held most dear. Among other articles forming the col- 
lection was an enameled ring once worn by Mme. de 
Maintenon. There was also a little cross of violet 
wood, made in commemoration of the revocation of the 
Edict of Nantes. On it were engraved the names of the 
Jespits Letellier and Lachaise, with the date October 
10. 1688. In one corner of the jewel box was the rib- 
bon with the device embroidered by De Maintenon, 
the ends fastened together with the famous pin. At- 
tached, in the handwriting of Louls XIV. was a paper 
describing the use to which the two had been put on 
an occasion memorable in his life. 

Louis XV protested against the desecration; but Du 
Barry, who would tolerate no opposition to her dezires 
appropriated the pin to her own use. 


Barry and de Choiseul. 


This incident happened just at the time when M. 
G Aigulllon was about to consummate the pilot he was 
reputed to have formed with Mme. du Barry to bring 
about the disgrace of the Duke de Choiseul. This 
Minister, reckless and adroit and feeling secure in his 
necessity to the King, had allowed the intrigue to cul- 
minate, notwithetanding the repeated warnings of his 
friends, who by their imprudence had not a little con- 
tributed to the peril that menaced him. At last, awak- 
ened to the impending crisis. he consented to take a 
step repugnant to his self-respect—to endeavor to pla- 
cate the all-powerful Du Barry, of whom, through every 
avenue of publicity, he had circulated the most scan- 
dalous stories. He made conciliatory advances to Mme. 
du Barry, and appeared to ingratiate himself so warmly 
in her good opinion that the Duke d'Aiguillon and the 
Abbé Terray became alarmed. 

At last the moment arrived for the promised inter- 
view with De Choiseul. The hour fixed was 6 o'clock 
in the evening. The King was out hunting and would 
not return until late. De Choiseul had dismissed aj! 
his attendants, and at the prearranged moment Mme. 
du Barry presented herself, with a bunch of flowers 
fastened at her breast with the fated pin. Seating 
herself with him on the sofa, she warned De Choiseu! 
that she was very angry, and that if he did not respect 
her the King would punish him; but just then the pin, 
destined to play a great part at critical moments, 


caught in his lace cuff and cut a deep gash across his | 


hand; he uttered an exclamation of pain and drew 
back impetuously. Mme. du Barry fled with a precipi- 
tation that a bleeding hand could not arrest. 

Two days later De Choiseul was exiled to his country 
seat at Canteloup. He would give no other reason for 
his disgrace than that “a pin had changed the destinies 
of France.” 

Barely bad Mme. du Barry arrived from the inter- 
rupted interview with De Choiseul when the King re- 
turned from hunting. She met him with more than 
accustomed demonstrations of affection, and the King 
took advantage of her amiable mood to ask the return 
of the pin. It was gladly surrendered. With other heir- 
looms of his pred rs it passed to Louis XVI, in 
whose possession it remained until chance subverted 
it to another use. 


Given to an Actress. 


Mile. de Contat, a charming actress of the French 
Theater, had turned the head of the Count de Nar- 
bonne, the spoiled child of the royal family. She craved 
possession of the famous pin locked in the jewel box 
of the King, for she conceived the notion of using it 
to fasten the letter to Susanne in the “Marriage de 
Figaro,” which was to have a first representation in & 
few days. De Narbonne was at his wit's end to dis- 
cover some way of securing the treasure before the 
first performance of the play, only four days distant. 
Chance Offered a solution of the difficulty. Quadrilles 
were then the fashion, and of thase who took part in 
them a special costume was required. The Count, by 
adroit questioning of M. la Borde, the custodian of the 
King's cabinet, gained a fair knowledge of its contents, 
and then pretcnded to need diamonds with which to 
decorate his coat for the quadrille at the approaching 
court ball. Louis XVI, who could refuse nothing to De 
Narbonne, gave him permission to draw upon the re 
sources of the jewel box. After a brief search he dis- 
covered the pin. 

The Count was just in time; the performance had be- 
gun. The pin after being put to the use intended 
passed from hand to hand, and when needed for the 


second performance was nowhere to be found. The 


actress was little disturbed by the loss, but the Count 
was confronted with a perilous situation, for La Borde 
had discovered the theft. A large sum of money pur- 
chased his silence. 

The famous pin was found by a dancer in the muck 
of the stage. She had as a lover M. d' Arlande, the first 
person to accompany Pilatre de Rozier in his balloon 
ascensions. On his initial voyage in the air DArlande 
wore upon the breast of his coat a lock of his mistress s 
hair fastened with the fated pin. A gust of wind tore 
in half the small flag carried by the aéronauts. The 
pin was used to mend it. : 

Among the spectators present when the balloon de- 
scended was M. Bailli, a celebrated astronomer. De Rozier 
presented him with the flag fastened with the gin, and 
it was put away in the closet of the scientist. 


ducied by the people from Versailies to Paris M. Bailli, 
named Mayor of the city by acclamation, was al his 
home awaiting the moment to go to the Hotel de Ville 
to receive the King, who, arriving sooner than was e- 
pected, a messenger on horseback was dispatched to 
summon Bailli. In his haste he forgot his official 
badge. He returned to his cabinet to get it, and not 
knowing how to attach it to his coat, he caught sight 
of the fated pin, which was still on the flag. With it 
he affixed his badge and hurried to the Hotel de Ville. 

Fate was now speeding the pin to its lam and pre- 
destined end. At the moment when, as Mayor, Baill! 
presented the national cocarde to Louis XVI, there was 
no other way to. fasten it to che King’s hat exeept with 
the historical pin, once his property, but now destined 
to hold in place the symbol of a revolution that was to 
deprive him of his throne and of his life. 


Again the pin was lost for a lone time, when an 
undertaker's assistant, preparing for burial the body 
of Mirabeau—the greaj orator of the Revolution—in 
search of something to fasten his winding sheet, found 
it in the sweepings of a room at the Louvre. 


les chronology is remarkable; first serving on the 
tollet of Ninon de I Enclos; then to close the fichu of 
De Maintenon; now in the jewel box of Louis XIV; 
then to hold the plume in his hat at his meeting with 
James II of England; in the wig of the Chancellor of 
France; to fasten the bouquet of Mme. du Barry; in 
the jewel box of Louis XV and Louis XVI; puriloined 
by the Count de Narbonne; given to Mile. Contat; lost 
by her and found by a dancer and used to attach a lock 
of her hair to her lover's breast; to mend a torn flag; 
then hidden in the closet of M. Baiili; then to pin the 
revolutionary cocarde to the hat of Louis XVI, and 
finally to disappear forever in the grave of Mirabeau.

Then all the cards and 
letters to one correspondent are put in a single en- 
velope, and—except for letters from the officers and the 
like—the bank comes as near as possible to getting its 
entire mail carried at two cents an ounce, or a cent 
for every postal card, instead of often paying two cents 
for a quarter of an ounce, as it would have to do if 
every communication were sealed and stamped sepa- 
rately. This little matter of getting full value out of a 
two-cent stamp makes a saving of from 825 to $20 «

Dr. Sylvester’s Downfall. 


WuYy THE KAISER’S AMERICAN DEN- 
TIstT SuoTr HIMSELF. 


From the New York Sun. 


MERICANS who knew him felt little surprise at 
A the news the¢ Dr. Alonzo H. Sylvester, the American 

who for twenty years was Emperor William's den- 
tist, shot and killed himself in his home opposite the 
Thiergarten, in Berlin, on January 10. Although he was 
a close personal friend of the Kaiser and was in higher 
favor with him, perhaps, than any other American in 
Berlin, hie troubles had been accumulating for years. 

As a matter of fact, the man to whose house the Kaiser 
often walked unattended, whom he took with him on 
many a canter in and about the city, who was one of the 
few men in the whole German empire with whom the 
Kalser would engage in conversation, in public as well 
as in private, without regard for strict court etiquette, 
was long ago in bad odor with, his fellow-Americans in 
Berlin, so much so that he was shut out from American 
circles in spite of his court connections. This was be- 
cause of his manner of life, which was objectionable to 
the Americans, although it did not seem to offend the 
Germans. Anyone familiar with the different views of 
the two nations as to home and family will understand 
this. 

For more than thirty years Dr. Sylvester was a well- 
known figure in the clubs and on the boulevards of Ber- 
lin. An American born and of long line of American an- 
cestors, he was, nevertheless, a typica] German in appear- 
ance, big. blond and bluff. 

The Kaiser did not veil his fondness for his American 
dentist. Dr. Sylvester was an American, first, last and 
all the time, and he always met che Kaiser as one Amer- 
can would meet another. 

Much as he delights in show, Emperor William went to 
his dentist's house in the most unostentious way, and 
his visits were often prolonged by chats after che actual 
dental work had been done. Until 1902 Dr. Sylvester 
lived just outside the Brandenburg Gate, and the Kaiser 
would walk the mile of Unter den Linden early in the 
morning and enter the house of the American with no 
more flourish or,attendance than if he were an ordinary 
untitied Berliner. Dr. Sylvester's house was a mu- 
seum of works of art, chief among which were many 
@resents given to him by the Kaiser, the latest being a 
life-size bust of himself, which occupied the place of 
honor in ¢he private drawing-room. 

One recent incident illustrates Emperor William's in- 
terest in his American friend. The Kalser's favorite 
drive is in the Thiergarten, the imperial deer park cre- 
ated years ago, and now in the very heart of che mod- 
ern city. 

As his carriage rolled out through the Brandenburg 
Gate he always looked for the American flag which hun 
over the American's house, and never [failed to salute it. 
One day, when flags could be legally flown, the Kaiser 
looked for the Star Spangled Banner and found it not. 

Fifteen minutes later an aide-de-camp appeared at the 
door of Dr. Sylvester's house and presented the Emper- 
or’s Inquiries as to why che American flag was not in 
evidence. He was informed that one of the doctor's new 
servants had forgotten to raise the flag. The omission 
Was corrected at once. * 

In 1902 Dr. Sylvester removed from the house at Bran- 
denburg Gate and took the first floor of the hotel at the 
junction of Kéniggratzerstrasse and Thiergartenstrasse. 
On the Thiergarten side is a roomy, circular piazza, and 
there, at 4 o'clock on all but the stormiest days, all 
through summer, the big, blond, handsome American 
dentist might be seen dining with his daughter and such 
guests as happened to be at the house. Frequently these 
guests included German Officials and professional men, 
and sometimes members of the royal family. 

Thirty-five years ago, while makirg a tour of Europe 
previous to settling down to the je Actice of dentistry in 
his native country, Dr. Sylvester was struck with the 
crude methods of continental dentists, and saw the op- 
portunities open ¢o a graduate of a thoroughly up-to-date 
American school of dentistry. Paris had its Dr. Evans. 
Dr. Sylvester chose Berlin. 

The fame of the American dentist who could remove 
teeth without pain and patch up old teeth to look as 
good as new, and, upon occasion, even create an entire 
new set that looked as natural as life, grew apace, and 
in time reached the ‘ears of royalty itself. When the 
Kaiser came to the throne he rewarded the dentist with 
a formal appointmert as court dentist, and Dr. Sylves- 
ter's practice trebled in consequence. 

While he himself had never taken any post-graduate 
course in deniistry, Dr. Sylvester made it a point to as- 
sociate with him from time to time promising young 
men who brought with them the latest improvements 
known to the American colleges of dentistry—the best 
in the world. In the belief of some people, it was the 
last of these partnerships which was indirectly respon- 
sible for the violent death of Dr. Sylvester. 

Fiffeen years ago Dr. Sylvester took Dr. Thomas Wat- 
son into wartnership with him. A form of partnership 
was drawn up, but Dr. Sylvester, notoriously a bad busi- 
nese man, overlooked one phrase which gave Dr. Watson 
a loophole to leave before the term of what might be 
called his apprenticeship ended. When Dr. Sylvester's 
attention was crawn in leter years to this clause he made 
light of the possibility, trusting implicitly to the honor 
of his young associate. 

Early in the summer of 1903 Dr. Watson saw fit to ter- 
minate his associe¢ion with Dr. Sylvester, three years be- 
fore the date set in the articles of partnership. He left 
the house of the well-known American dentist, opposite 
the Thiergarien, and set up for himself in another quar- 
ter, taking with him oractically all of Dr. Sylvester's 

practice, outside of the imperial family. 

For twenty-five years Dr. Sylvester had made large

to quality and quantity. ‘ 


sums of money annually out of his practice, but he had 
lived extravagantly and played for high stakes at home 
and at the clubs, and the sudden move of Dr. Watson ad- 
ually left him in desperate financial araits. He was 
broken in health, having never recovered from a para- 
lytic stroke two years before; his skill as a workman had 
departed, and he was dependent upon his young assist- 
ants for the keeping up of his practice. K is well known 
in certain circles of Berlin that Dr. Sylvester was in 
serious finauciel difficulties for the last two years of his 
life, and most despondent. 


Dr. Sylvester divorced his wife about twenty years ago, 
the daughter being left in his custody. Born in Ger- 
many, living all her life in Germany, German is the 
daughter's native tongue, although she speaks English, 
French, Italian and Spanish perfectly. Even in appear- 
ance she is more German than American. 


Dr. Sylvester believed the American woman to be the 
finest type of womanhood in the world, and in 1898 he 
sent his daughter to America for four years of typical 
American college life in order to Americanize her. She 
entered one of the Western colleges and finished in three 
years, graduating with high honors. 

Dr. Sylvester was often heard to say that his last in- 
structions to her before she left Berlin were that she 
was to acquire a thoroughly up-to-date American ward- 
robe, for he considered the American woman the best 
dresser in the world. Now Miss Sylvester is studying 
medicine in a college in San Francisco, having decided to 
fit herself for self-support when her father met with re- 
verses, 

The story of Dr. Sylvester's loss of his practice is a 
story of a man who lets his profession slip owing to 
high, riotous living. Despite his fine native qualities, 
qualities which were distinctively American, which ap- 
pealed to the Kaiser, his royal good fellowship, his bril- 
liant conversation on every subject, his perfect horse- 
manship, his excellent judgment of books, art, curios and 
linens, he was a high roller of the most pronounced type, 
fond of wine and cards, and of—his Hausfreund. 


The Hausfreund is an institution better tolerated in 
Germany than in America. In Berlin it is not always 
considered out of the way for the right hand of the fam- 
lly to receive the left hand Hausfreund with courtesy, 
and the left hand friend does not lose caste. In the case 
of Dr. Sylvester the Hausfreund was a popular actress. 
Under these circumstances, it was not surprising that Dr. 
Sylvester's practice should fall off. 

Dr. Sylvester was a collector of pictures and all kinds 
of bric-a-brac.. His house was full of valuable paintings, 
frescoes, hand-carved furniture and rich rugs and draper- 
les. He had no office, as the term is understood in Amer- 
ica. That is not the custom on the Continent with pro- 
fessional men. | 

From 10 to 2, three rooms in the apartment showed 
that ¢hey were the offices of a dentist. Mallets, forceps 
and bottles lay with fine objects of art on the tables, and 
waiting victims could feast their eyes upon many curios 


spread out to view. 

Prompily at 2 o'clock the butler removed the evidence 
of a dentist's office, set handsome screens about the 
chalrs, and, presto! the house was that of a man 
wealth. 

At 4 o'clock the doctor dined. His dinners were famous 
for their exquisite appolnt ments, and his sideboard was 
laden with solid silver service of all kinds. There was 
probably not a woman in Berlin who could boast of a 
collection of table linen equal to that of Dr. Sylvester as 


Dr. Sylvester was an enthusiastic yachisman and a 
leading member of the Royal Yacht Club. His sailing 
yacht had cabin accommodations for twelve, and during 
the summer there were many cruises on the Baltic, 
where he made his headquarters at Herri rf, as the 
guest of his daughter at Villa Florence, his) gift (o her. 


Dr. Sylvester always paraded his American birth. 
In order to accept the official appointment as court 
dentist, he was obliged to renounce his American cit!- 
zenship and become a German, but, nevertheless, it 
was always the American flag that flew in front of 
his house, the biggest and brightest American flag he 
could find. About his rooms everywhere visitors could 
see suggestions of America. Even American shields 
were embroidered in the bibs of the aprons of his maids, 
who were all Germans.

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Home Market for Oranges. 


the praiseworthy enterprise of E. J. Oat man of River- 
side, who has bi upon a novel plan of creating a home 
market for fine oranges. The Pacific Fruit World re- 
cently had the following article on this subject: 

“The spending of $300 a caf in the advertising of each 
carload of oranges that he sells is a proposition that 
will at first glance shock and surprise every grower of 
citrus fruit. A lietle study of the situation will show 
that the man who is doing this important line of work 
is not crazy, is not seeking for notoriety, but is looking 
to make money and has every prospect of making more 
of it in five months than the average orange grower 
makes in several seasons. 

“Last summer E. J. Oatman, one of the leading orange 
growers of Riverside, after receiving reports of sales on 
his oranges, found he had received very unpleasant 
prices, as prevailed generally. Mr. Oatman is an old- 
time manufacturer of food products, and has been long 
experienced in merchandising methods. He made up his 
mind that he was going to make some profit out of his 
oranges or know the reason why, so instead of complain- 
ing about the great profits that the retail dealers make 
throughout the East, Mr. Oet man concluded to see what 
he could do to remedy the trouble right here at home. 
He knew that oatmeal manufacturers had remedies these 
troubles, and he also had a similar experience himself a 
few years ago as manufacturer of the Saint Charles 
Evaporated Cream, and Mr. Oatman, therefore, con- 
cluded to begin his work at home, and he selected the 
Los Angeles market.

umn to the advantages afforded in Southern Call- 
fornia for the manufacture of wooden and wool 
products, or products into which wood or wool enter 
largely. This is because the dry atmosphere permits the 
curing of wood and wool in the open air. Among in- 
dustries thus encouraged, so far, may be mentioned the 
manufacture of wagons, piano sounding boards and felt 
goods. Carriages may now be added to the list. It is 
true that buggies have been made here, on a small 
scale, but not in a commercial way for the wholesale 
trade. Los Angeles now has a wholesale buggy factory, 
known as the Advance Buggy Company. With its con- 
nections in the East the company will be enabled to 
buy its raw material in carload lots. This Will enable: 
it to produce a vehicle here the freight being very 
much less on the raw material than on the finished 
vehicies. It will also be able to give a buyer just what 
he wants. There are so many possible changes in the 
construction and the painting of a vehicle that k is 
seldom one finds just what they would like to have, 
on the repository floors of the dealers here, or in fact 
of any other city, and as the shipment of a vehicle by 
local freigbe at a long distance is out of the question, 
he is compelled (o take what he finds on the floor or 
wait until it can be shipped in a carload, which some- 
times means two or three months. From the fact that 
ihe company will be buying so many carloads of raw 
material in the East and having cars leave its own 
factories there every few days, it can have included 
any special job that a customer may desire from the 
factories there, if of a style and design that is not man- 
ufactured here. 

This factory will have an Adana output of between 
7000 and 8000 “jobs.” It bas abundance of room, how- 
ever, for the enlargement of the plant when necesary, 
having 167 feet frontage by 441 feet deep, with private 
switch running the full length of the present building.

FIELD NOTES. 


Blockaded Railways. 


HE advocates of governmental ownership of rail- 

roads have a hard nut to crack in the recent events 

of Southern Russia, which involves every agricul- 
tural cammunity in practical stagnation. The accumu- 
lations of grain which cannot be shipped on account of 
the depletion of rolling stock for military purposes, 
amount to 1,209,000 tons. This blockade is increasing at 
an alarming rate, traders and mujiks are powerless, and 
no master how serious the matter has become the ad- 
ministration disclaims all responsibility upon the 
grounds that military necessities are superior to the 
- commercial life of the country. In this éountry, compe- 
tition among the railroads, if that can be restored, will 
keep the railroads keyed up to a higher degree of effi- 
ciency than they would be unless administered by the 
government in a style equal to the best service in the 
other departments. :

Methods of Irrigation. 
HILE the rainfall seems to be coming this season 
with fair insistency and quantity, there will be 
need for ecomonical application next summer no matter 
how much may come, I hear the farmers discussing the 
deep-furrow method of irrigation with more favor than 
ever before. This is in line with strictest economy, and 
will become one of the greatest elements of the conserva- 
tion of the water supply. Outside the utility of water 


deeply applied compared with surface irrigation, the 


question of evaporation is of prime importance. Of all 
the wasteful methods, flooding is the chief, as evapora- 
tion occurs immediately and cannot be checked by cul- 
tivation as soon as when applied in deep furrows on ac- 
count of the wetness of the top soil. On the other hand, 
deep-furrow irrigation prevents evaporation better than 
any other method of applying water to lands. The water 
problem would He far upon its way to solution if every- 
one applied the fluid to the soil from deep furrows. 


Importance of the Tariff. 


— — —— 


HAVE compiled from a long list of fruits exported 
and imported as furnished by the new Department of 
Commerce and Labor, a table showing the total value of 
the fruits sent out and received by the United States. In 
spite of the vast resources of this country, the imports 
exceed the exports by $3.647,000. This is not a large 
sum, but as long as the excess of fruits is coming this 
way, the tariff upon the commodities of our orchards re- 
mains a live question. Bananas are found to be the 
great competing fruit, the importations of 1993 amount 
ing to $8,541,156, or over 30 per cent. of all the fruits 
imported from foreign countries. Lemons are second 
with $3,079,221, and oranges $818,780. Our heaviest ex- 
ports are apples, $4,381,081; prunes, $3,212,507, and dried 
apples, $2.378,635. These figures are all for the year 1903, 
later sictistics not yet being compiled. 


Codling Moth Parasites. 


— 


HE CALIFORNIA FRUIT GROWER states that E. M. 
Khrhoru has just received the largest consignment of 
parasites yet sent over by George Compere—¢en boxes 
containing in ali over 1190 insects. As yet but few of the 
insects have been raised to the adult stage, but they are 
all doing well. Letters are being received from all over 
the country inquiring about this parasite. but the flies will 
not be ready for distribution «till next summer, and then 
California growers will get the colonies. This State is 
paying for the discovery and capture of this new insect, 
and it is right that our people should be served first. If 
this imporiation is what it is claimed, an exterminator 
of the codling moth, pretty, rosy, wormless apples will 
appear wherever apples are grown. Wormy fruit will be 
a thing of the past, and the great American fruit as 
plentiful as grains of corn. 
* 


Planting Season Opening. 
HE first of February will find deciduous tree planting 
in full swing. the late rains calling to everyone to 
plant a tree. Local nurserymen have already felt the 
effects of this impulse, and are sending out orders more 
frequentiy every day. This brings to us the usual que- 


ries as to varieties and locations. These inquiries are 


usually of little public interest, and are answered by 
letter. One of our beet authorities on pomology says: 
“The great size of a district, difference in elevation, soil 
and exposure prevent anything like absolute uniformity 
of advice as the varieties and kinds of fruits to plant, 
hence a variety recommended for planting in a district 
may not succeed in some particular locality. The grower 
is advised to secure counsel from all available local 
sources before proceeding in the important matter of 
planting.” This advice is certainly more potent to Call- 
farnia people than to others, for nowhere else dé we have 
such an infinite variety of conditions topographic and 
climatic. 


A Valuable Address. 


HE APPLE GROWERS’ ASSOCIATION, at its meet- 

ing held at the Horticultural Commissioners’ office on 
the 2ist., had the pleasure of an address from G. H. 
Powell, who is here from Washington investigating the 
orange decay. Those who were present say they never 
heard a more clearly-expressed succession of facts re- 
lating to the harvesting, packing and cold-storaging of 
the apple. Mr. Powell did not go too much into detail, 
but stated the results of his late investigations in @ plain, 


comprehensive manner. It is not in flattery to Mr. Pow- 
II to say that our local apple growers never before heard 
such a sensible address, for he is master of the subject 
to such an extent thet everybody recognizes the worth 
of what he has to say upon the apple business. Fruit 
growers will hail with delight ¢he time when the impor- 
tance of California fruit interests, or circumstances may 
make possible the presence of more such men as Mr. 
Powell from the Department of Agriculture at Washing- 
ton,

Frenzied Fibers. | 

NE of the most interesting contests of that characte: 

in which the farmers of the country are interested has 
just been settied in the House of Representatives at 
Washington. The result was the complete vindication 
of Secretary of Agriculture Wilson in the honesty and 
reliability of his cotton crop estimates. The trouble 
started over a resolution introduced in the House by 
Representative Livingston of Georgia, declaring that 
great dissetisfaction and want of confidence in the re- 
ports upon cotton acreage and production existed, espe- 
cially in the last report of December, 1904. The Living- 
ston resolution was referred to the House Committee on 
Agriculture, and a hearing had the day following the in- 
troduction of the resolution. Secretary Wilson and 
John Hyde, Chief of the Bureau of Agricultural Statis- 
tics, appeared before the committee, and their testimony 
showed such a comprehensive and sensible system of 
gathering cotton statistics— a plan so carefully worked 
out, largely by those directly interested in cotton grow- 
ing—that the Committee on Agriculture reported a rec- 
ommendation that the Livingston resolution lay upon the 
table. After a debate of two hours, the House laid the 
resolution aside by a vote of 80 to 17. In this debate and 
in the testimony submitted, it was shown that the ect 
ton speculators were the main critics of Secretary Wil- 
son's reports. Their estimate of the lat fall's crop was 
11,500,000 bales. Secretary Wilson's was 12,162,000. For 
the last three years the actual crop harvested differed 
from the December estimates of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment only 2.5 per cent. average. It is little wonder the 
farmers of the country place implicit confidence in the 
administration of their great Secretary. 


What's in a Name? 


HE uninitiated are inclined to doubt the value of a 

name or “brand” upon oranges in the eyes of the 
trade. Bu a. consular report from Bordeaux will not 
only be a stariling revelation, it will prove the value of 
a trade-mark in fruits. Consul Tourgee of Bordeaux 
writes: “Bordeaux is the real center of the prune trade 
of the world. The methods of preparing this fruit here 
are so superior ¢o the manipulation it receives elsewhere 
that California prunes brought here and repacked main- 
tain the superiority of French prunes, and are reéxported 
in large quantities to the United States, where they 
compete successfully with the American fruit which haa 
not incurred the erpense of double exportation. Last 
season (1903) for instance, there were almost no prunes 
raised in this region, probably not one-twentieth of a 
normal crop. The deficit was supplied by the importa- 
tion of prunes from California and Oregon.” Consul 
Tourgee goes into particulars to prove his assertion, hav- 
ing had to inspect large quantities of prunes and after- 
ward to take tes mony in litigation resulting from con- 
troversies over the quality and salability of these 
worked-over prunes. California prides herself upon ber 
skill in preparing fruits for market, but there is a repu- 
tation of generations to go against in their sale in com- 
petition with the foreign fruit. French prunes are 
cooked, California prunes are not. And yet when the 
Bordeaux manipulators get hold of our products, pour 
glycerine over them and send them back to New York 
with a new “brand” they are taken on faith as the gen- 
uine French product. That is one way to maintain the 
superiority of the French article, but not a very honest 
one, no mrtter how flattering the method may be to the 
California product. This interesting report came from 
the Consul in reply to a cablegram from Washington 
asking him for an explanation of a previous re- 
port in which he said: California prunes are 
imported to Bordeaux and there repacked to maintain 
the superiority of French prunes.” 

Encouraging to Stock Breeders. 

OME few years ago, when the automobile had become 

a practical means of locomotion and promised traction 
many of our beet authorities predicted the decline of the 
horse. For several years the ups and downs of the 
horse market seemed to justify these predictions, and 
perhaps the forecasts would have been correct had not 
new economic conditions come to the front. The high 
price of human labor is causing the substitution of the 
horse wherever possible. Contractors in the cities for- 
merly paid little attention to the character of their 
teams, for drivers were cheap and expenses of mainte- 
nance less. Now nothing but first-class. teams are in 
demand, a yard or two of earth more per day marking 
the line between profit and loss. The growth of teaming 
in cities has more than kept pace with the deficiencies in 
the demand for driving horses caused by the advent of 
the auto. Especially has the drafé horse been drawn 
upon to meet this increasing demand, team owners find- 
ing it more economical to put their money Into horses 
of greater working capacity than in men to drive them, 
as an outfit of smaller horses requires more men than 
the same working cepacity in draft horses. This has ad- 
vanced the price of the latter upon the average of about

To Grow Sheep Without Wool. 
F found practicable and economical, a breed of wool- 
less sheep will be introduced into the United States.

The thighs are 
cat-hammed; chere is little rotundity of buttocks, 
very little depth of twist, and the flesh is not carried 
down on the hocks as one sees in the best mutton 
breeds.

The Watering of Horses. 


HE question as to the best time for watering 
horses is often asked, and is answered in a number 
of different ways according to the individual opinions 
of the authority consulted. Many feeders believed that 
horses should be watered before feeding, while others 
are equally certain that feeding should precede water- 
ing. C. F. Langworthy, in a very useful bulletin, en- 
titled, “Principles of Horse Feeding.“ summarizes the 
results of some recent experiments which he believes 
bave reached the truth. of the mater. 

The rations fed consisted. of different mixtures of 
corn, oats, hay and straw, and a number of experiments 
were made, in which the only condition that varied 
was the time of watering. In some of the tests the 
horses drank before and in some after eating, and in 
others after the grain portion of the ratjon was eaten, 
but before the hay. , 

So far as was observed, the time of drinking had no 
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effect on the digestability of a ration of grain and hay. 
When hay only was fed there seemed a slight advan- 
tage in watering before feeding. The general conclu- 
sion was drawn that horses may be watered before, 
during or after meals without interfering with the 
digestion and absorte ion of food. Al) these methods 
of watering are equally good for the horse, and each 
of them may be employed according to circumstances. 
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necessary to adopt one or the other method. For in- 
stance, after severe loss of water, such as occurs in con- 
sequence of long-continued, revere exertion, the anima! 
should always be allowed to drink before be is fed, as 
ctherwise he will not feed well. 


It has been found that less water is required when 
the ration consists largely of concentrated feed than 
when large amounts of coarse fooder are consumed, 
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and ½ is a matter of common observation that less 
water is consumed when green, succulent feeds form a 
considerable part of the ration than when it consists : 
of dry feed. That the amount of water taken even in 1 
dry feed, may be considerable is shown by the fact 
that a ration of twelve pounds of oats and fifteen 
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pounds ef hay furnishes some twenty pounds of water.

“A Sufferer:”’ 


“In this Sundays Times, the 15th inst., there is 
mention made of patent remedies for leucorrhea or 
women's troubles in your very instructive columns of 
practical hygiene. Would you kindly say what is or 
what can be a cure of the deep-seated causes of leu- 
corrhea. In a case of physical exhaustion what is good 
for a woman’? In such a case the fasting plan would 
not be good, as after any exertion one feels worn out. 
Of coure F do not mean stuffing with indigestible foods. 
Is douching good and is there any relief for backache 
and nervousness that comes from female weaknesses’ 
is this a good climate for women not strong in their 
organs, for it is claimed ita equal temperature is not 
bracing enough to tone up the blood, which in such cases 
ls never very good? Is nat the housework and so many 
tares that fall to the lot of the average American 
woman, the reason why there is so much ‘female trou- 
ble’ in America? Most of them do too much after the 
babies come and suffer for it later on. Lack of sleep. 
the strenuous nervous life (o get everything in the 
day. and the desire to keep up with a more fortunate 
neighbor. 1 don't want to take up too much room, but 
just a short reply in your columns as to what is the 
best and most hygienic method ¢o get rid of leucorrhea 
and tone up the blood will be much appreciated.” 

This woman has the editor's sympathy. She repre- 
sents a class that is unfortunately very numerous, espe- 
tially in this country. Hence the large incomes made 
by those Wo cater to what are known as “female trou- 
Nes, with patent medicines and drugs. 

‘To begin with, it should be clearly understood that 

leucorrhea, like other ailments, is merely a symetom 
of a diseased condition of the body—poison which na- 
ture is trying to eliminate through what happens to 
be in thet particular individual the point of least re- 
sistance, just as a boiler will burst where it is weakest. 
Consequently, all attempts at local treatment are of 
no avail, so long as the body is not brought into a right 
condition by complying with the laws of health. To 
merely attack ihe effect instead of the cause is like 
putting poultices on smallpox pimples. 

Leucorrhea, like gonorrhea in the male, is a trouble- 
some ailment, under ordinary treatment lingering for 
many years, or sometimes for life, because, instead of 
taking measures to expel the poison from the blood, 
new food for that poison is constantly supplied, in the 
thape of improper foods, or drugs. Sometimes the dis- 
ease is apparertiy cured by a drug, but it has merely 
been driven in, and will surely return at an early date. 
Moreover, wrong treatment of this disease—the sup-

A, fatal diseases, from inflammations to tumors.

Eat little or no meat, no fermented bread and 
absolutely avoid coffee, beer, spirits, gravies, animal 
fat, ples, pastry; rich cakes and candy. Breathing is 
highly important. The best thing would be to etay for 
a few months at a good sanatorium, where attenti 
is paid to diet, but this most people find impracticable. 
The next best thing is to secure the services of a skilled 
hygienic adviser. Some people tbink that anybody can 
easily cure themselves by the drugless method, whereas 
really it requires far more experience and skill to cure 
—or rather to aid nature in curing—by this method, 
than to merely write out a prescription, for some rem- 
edy copied out of a medical encyciopedia. 

Remember this, however. The most important thing 
of all in such cases is to be found in this advice: 
Keep off your feet as much as possible. In this ailment, 
as in gonorrhea of the male sex, it is absolutely fuse 
to expect to effect a cure so long as the patients are 
most of the time on their feet, especially when doing 
such work as lifting and carrying weights. At what- 
ever sacrifice, see that you spend as much of your time 
as possible in a recumbent position. 

Once more, avoid tonics of every kind. whether in 
the shape of alcoholic liquors, patent medicines or drugs 
“prescribed by a physician,’ or otherwise. They may 
apparently help you for a time, but there will come the 
inevitable reaction. 

This climate is as good as any, providing a person 
lives right. It is true, however, that there is virtue in 
the tonic properties of cold, as has been discovered by 
the medical fraternity, who now send consumptives to 
such cold winter climates as Switzerland and Colorado. 

In addition to impurities in the blood due to erro- 
neous diet a leading cause of leucorrhea is found ia 
sexual errors. There is a widespread belief among the 
general public that the mere speaking of the marriage 
ceremony over a man and a woman absolve them from 
any necesity of placing restrictions upon their sexual 
passions. This is a gross error, which leads to a vate 
amount of sickness, suffering and family disagreements. 
As between polygamy and the abuse of married women 
by sensual human animals, who happen to be mated 
to them, there need not be a moment's hesitation, from 
a hygienic point of view—and perhaps from some other 
points of view, also. Yet a great hubbub is raised in 
regard to polygamy, which, in this country, affects 
only a very few, whereas the other question, which at- 
fects a whole nation, is studiously ignored. 

What the correspondent says about the overburdened 
American woman is quite ¢rue. In Europe, a family 
keeps a general servant—in oriental countries half a 
dozen of them—where in an American family. with a 
similar income, the woman has to do all the house- 
work herself. Americans are apt to pity the poor un- 
derpaid people of Europe, but much of that pity is 
thrown away. This accounts for the fact that American 
women break down so early in lite, and is largely re- 
eponsible for the so-called “female troubles.” Some 
women like cooking, and don't object to that part of 
their work. but how many do not groan under the dis- 
mal drudgery of washing dishes, three times a day? 
Much of this unnecessary work might be greatly bes- 
sened by the adoption of a similiar dietary, invoiviag 
less cooking. This would be a good thing, not only 
trom the household point of view, but because it im- 
prove the health of that household, for cooking food is 
spoiling food. A large proportion of the cooked food 
we eat is starvation food—deprived of the natural saits 
—leading ¢o a craving for alcohol and drugs. Raw 
fruits and nuts are, as the editor has frequently said, 
the ideal food—for an ideal life. Few, however, can 
bring themselves to go this far. Without going to that 
extent. much may be done to reduce the drudgery of 
cooking, by adopting a few simple dishes, that need lit- 
tle culinary labor. To begin with, the breakfast may 
te dropped out altogther, with great benefit to the 
health. Then, as 99 per cent. of the American men 
are away from home at the noon hour, the wife can 
prepare a very simple yet nourishing meal for herself 
and her children, such, for instance, as a couple of soft- 
boiled eges a piece of toast, a little stewed fruit and a 
cup of ¢ereal coffee. That would leave only one regular 
meal, to be ecerved in the evening, when the head of 
the house comes home from his mental or physical 
labor. Nor need that meal involve a vast amour? of 
cook, if a little discrimination is used. As to the vege- 
tarian dietary, as it is usually adopted, so far as the 
emancipation of women is concerned it is a step back- 
ward rather than forward, for these vegetarian meals 
involve vastly more labor than is required to throw a 
few eges or a beefsteak and potatoes into a frying pan 
and heat a cup of coffee. 

The natural plan would, of course, be for a number 
of families to combine—at least, for the heavy, dirty 
work of the ki¢chen having a common dining-room and 
kitchen. Does it not seem absurd, in this age of labor 
saving, that perhaps sixty people, belonging to fifty 
households, should two or three times a day go through 
the labor of making fires, overheating the house in 
summer. cooking food, setting dishes on the table and 
washing dishes and pans, when the same labor might 
be done—and perhaps better done-—by five well-paid 
experts? This plan was tried some time ago in a coun- 
try town of Riverside county, but a snag was soon 
struck in the help question. That, indeed, is the rock 
upon which our social fabric seems always to split, in 
America. It Certainly important question. How- 
ever, as stated. we may to some extent solve it by 


adopting a greater simplicity tm our lives. Dy per-

Next to that it is best to lie on the 
right side. Lying on the left side is almort as bad for 
the above reason as lying on the back.

ing, and the trail he followed led him up to the broiler. 
What I am desirous of calling your attention to is this, 
that our cold-storage houses are massed with poultry 
from the Western States and from other States, and 
that in due time this poultry becomes diseased flesh, and 
peopie who eat it are very apt to suffer, as did my friend, 
from ptomaine. In a rapidly-growing city like this, 
where there is so large a transient population, particu- 
larly at our hotels, one understands the difficulty in pro- 
curing local poultry. So the hotels are obliged to rely 
upon the cold-storage houses.” 

One cannot be too careful about the origin of the food 
that one eats, and the liquid one drinks, whether it is 
poultry that has been frozen with the entrails, or salads 


and vegetables that have been irrigated with crude sew- 


age, or drinking water that has been waded in by cattle. 

N reply to a correspondent, a suggestion was made 

last week in regard to the hygienic treatment of her- 
nia. The following communication regarding hernia has 
been received from a Los Angeles correspondent, who 
says the information cost him $600. The editor pub- 
lishes it without necessarily indorsing the recommenda- 
tion in regard to surgical operations. The editor freely 
admiis that, in some exceptional cases of this and other 
ailments, a surgical operation is unavoidable, but he be- 
lieves that nine times out of ten a surgical operation 
would be unnecessary if a natural mode of treatment 
were adopted: 

“Twenty-five per cent, of civilized people in the world 
now have or have had hernia. This is why it is a sub- 
ject interesting to so many of your readers. 

“Children that are born tco soon are more apt to have 
hernia than others. The weakest spot in man its the ab- 
domina! region, and the greatest strain is put upon that 
part. Apparently the Almighty made a mistake in nct 
having man's ribs lower down to protect and relieve the 
great strain. 

“The doctors who advertise to cure hernia by injecting 
fluid are all fakes. The fluid that is injected will irri- 
tate and produce a swelling that will temporarily close 
the opening long endugh so that they can collect their 
money. All fluids that are injected poison the system 
and make hernia that much harder to cure. 

“The best method of curing hernia in infants is by 
the surgeon's knife. The wound is slight and easily 
healed in children. 

“Beventy-five per cent. of the cases of hernia can be 
cured by wearing a suitable adjusted truss, night and 
day. If just once the intestines are allowed to protrude 
any growth of the inner layer of muscles are broken 
apart and one must commence over again. 

“For a person that is strong. young and has not the 
elightest heart trouble and is willing to lay in the hos- 
pital six weeks, the proper surgical operation will cure 
him. 

“The reason why only 45 per cent. of surgical opera- 
tions have been successful is because old operations were 
counted where cat gut was weed to draw the opening 
together, and the same rotted or was absorbed before the 
opening could grow together. The best surgeons now 
use silk thread and an aluminum plate on the outside to 
hold everything firmly in place. A number of people 
have died in Los Angeles from operations who had heart 
trouble, and died while taking the anesthetic. 

“If one bas the will he can cure himself with proper 
trusses or surgical appliances. But it requires courage 
to wear the same night and day for from three to nine 
months.”

One Man's Diet for Gastritis. * 
S. WHITMORE of Pasadena, 68 years of age,’ says 

„be is slowly recovering from gastritis, from which 
he has suffered for many years, by simply living on a 
sensible diet, without the use of drugs, according to 
the suggestions put forth from time to time in these 
columns. Mr. Whitmore sends the following state- 
ment in regard to his diet: 

“Drink plenty of pure, cold water. One tablespoon- 
ful of Horlick’s Malted Milk in coffeecupful of het 
water at meals or after. 

“Breakfast, 9 a. m., or later, small portion of cracked 
wheat cooked two hours in double cooker, served in 
fresh milk without sugar. a little salt to taste. Baked

of clear, lean steak, cooked by being dropped in dry, 
hot spider and turr enen barely cooked through:

ese a day. Occasionally a few fresh, sliced tomatoes: 
no vegetable grown in ground. Boiled squash, ap- 
parently suited stomach, in small quantities. 


“Recipe for corn bread: One cup sour butterngilk, 
one-half even teaspoonful @Oda; one teacup of pure. 
fresh cornmeal, one-half teacup flour, one small tea- 
spoonful of salt, one egg, if stomach does not refuse it.“ 
Put in hot oven and bake ti well done. : 

“Baked Prunes—Soak good, plump prunes in water 
enough to cover them, over night. Put in hot oven 


with weter they are soaked in; should be fairly. cov- 
ered. Bake one hour. Prunes should be well looked 
over and thoroughly washed before putting to soak.” 

The editor regards the above as being fag from meee 
ideal dietary. The time between the first and second 
meal is too short. Also, the mixture of milk and meat 
at che same meal is decidedly faulty. Not to con- 
sume milk and meat at the same time is one of the 
leading laws of Moses, and as the editor has previously 
observed, it is a sensible law, founded on science. The 
menu might also, in the opinion of the editor, be im- 
proved by the introduction of a little more oll or fat. 
Like most of the vegetarian or semi-vegitarian dictaries, 
this menu contains a surplus of sweets and starches. 
The starches are converted into sugar before they are 
digested, so that it practically makes far too much 
sugar, which is apt ¢o turn acid in the stomach, and 
cause gastritis and other troubles. The correspondent 
would probably improve much more rapidly if he would 
adopt a few dietetic changes along these lines.

T is astofishing how much ignorance there is, even 

among educated people, in regard to the simplest 
laws of hygiene. Someone has said that poor bumanity 
shuffles through life on three crutches, giving his soul 
into the charge of a priest, his body to a physician, and 
his worldly possessions to a lawyer. Certainly, it ts 
strange that a shrewd business man should be willing 
to remain entirely ignorant in regard to facts that so 
closely affect his life and happiness.

It is 
certainly far better than the drug and patent medicine 
habits. Even physical culture may, however, be over- 
done.

choose, and as much as they choose, while yet others. 
who adopt a wholesome and abstemious dietary, are 
always worrying about what they eat and drink, and 
what effect it will have upon them, after it has been 
swallowed. . 

All these are wrong. k is undoubtedly a good thing 
to avoid flesh food, as much as possible, especially in 
this mild climate, but it is far better to occasionally 
take a little meat than to be chewing all the time at 
various cereal and other preparations, and then sitting 
down to think how the food is going to work after it 
reaches the stomach. Such a course tends inevitably 
to dyspepsia. 

It is the general opinion of almost all experienced 
hygienists, who have made a special study of the sub- 
ject that two meals a day are ample to keep any man 
or woman in good mental and ohysical condition.
